New Inspector General Devlin concludes Naugatuck officer was justified in shooting

In his first report on a case involving 
the use of deadly force by police, newly 
appointed Inspector General Robert Devlin 
has concluded that a Naugatuck officer 
was justified when he shot three times at a 
suspected drug dealer who appeared to be 
about to run him over with a car while flee- 
ing from arrest. 

The police shooting took place about 
8 p.m. Sept. 14, 2020, when 26-year old 
Roznovsky Machado of Waterbury allegedly 
crashed his car into a police cruiser and 
sped away from officers, one of whom had 


pulled him over after watching a 
suspected narcotics transaction. One 
of the two Naugatuck officers later 
involved in trying to arrest Machado 
was treated and released for minor 
injuries suffered from the collision. 
Machado, who escaped police, was 
not hit by any of the shots or other- 
wise injured. 

The Machado shooting investiga- 
tion and report is the first by Devlin, who 
was appointed in September to the new 
Inspector General position, an office created 
to investigate and prosecute all police use of 
deadly force cases and one of the most visi- 
ble elements in arecently enacted package of

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legislative law enforcement reforms. 

Devlin, 71, is aretired federal orga- 
nized crime prosecutor, Superior 
Court Judge, Appellate Court Judge 
and judicial administrator. As he 
creates the new office and appoints 
staff, his actions have been closely 
followed by advocates of police 
reform who argue that the system 
that had been in place for years for 
investigating officer-involved shootings was 
weighted in favor of police. 

“This office is in the cross hairs of a lot of 
people with different sorts of ideas about 
how these cases should go,” Devlin said 
during a recent interview. “That is just the

cut’s cases — but also to a variety of other factors. 
“It’s due to waning immunity; it’s due to colder weather,

New rules 
for isolation, 
quarantine 


CDC recommendation 
shortened from 10 to 5 days

NEW YORK — USS. health officials 
on Monday cut isolation restrictions for 
Americans who catch the coronavirus 
from 10 to five days and similarly short- 
ened the time that close contacts need to 
quarantine. 

Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion officials said the guidance is in keeping 
with growing evidence that people with 
the coronavirus are most infectious in the 
two days before and three days after symp- 
toms develop. 

The decision also was driven by a global 
surge in COVID-19 cases, propelled by the 
omicron variant. 

Early research suggests omicron may 
cause milder illnesses than earlier versions 
of the coronavirus. But the sheer number of 
people becoming infected — and therefore 
having to isolate or quarantine — threatens 
to crush the ability of hospitals, airlines and 
other businesses to stay open, experts say. 

CDC Director Rochelle Walensky said 
the country is about to see a lot of omicron 
cases. 

“Not all of those cases are going to be 
severe. In fact many are going to be asymp- 
tomatic,” she said Monday. “We want to 
make sure there is a mechanism by which 
we can safely continue to keep society 
functioning while following the science.” 

The top U.S. infectious-disease expert, 
Dr. Anthony Fauci, warned on Monday 
that with the rise of the highly contagious 
omicron, “it’s going to get worse before it 
gets better” 

“We don’t expect things are going to turn 
around in a few days to a week. It likely 
will take much longer than that, but that’s 


COVID-19 cases in Connecticut are now at a higher level 
than at any previous point during the ongoing pandemic, state 
numbers showed Monday. 

As the omicron variant spreads through Connecticut, the 
state has averaged a record 3,919 daily cases over the past week, 
with a test positivity rate higher than at any time since wide- 
spread testing began in spring 2020. Meanwhile, COVID-19 
hospitalizations have continued to increase, reaching levels 
not previously seen since last January. 

“Tt continues to tick up,’ Gov. Ned Lamont said Monday. “We 
have less [transmission] than our neighbors, but big deal. The 
virus is continuing to infect people.” 

Dr. Ulysses Wu, an infectious disease specialist at Hartford 
HealthCare, said Monday that the recent surge of COVID-19 
cases owes not only to the arrival of the omicron variant — 
which researchers say accounts for more than half of Connecti- 


people cohorting indoors; it’s due to social behaviors where 
people are gathering because they’re just tired, they’re just 
fatigued from COVID,” he said. “The rise in cases is due to all 
of those things.” 

As COVID-19 has surged in Connecticut, so has demand for 
testing. The state has reported nearly 300,000 tests in the past 
week — a total that doesn’t include the increasingly popular 
at-home tests. 

Lamont announced Monday that Connecticut will distribute 
3 million free at-home tests, as well as 6 million N95 masks, to 
help slow COVID-19 in Connecticut.

The Democratic governor provided few 
specifics about exactly where residents can 
collect the tests and how they would be 
distributed. State officials said those details 
are still being finalized but will likely be 
handled on the local level.

distribute 6 million N95 masks as part of the 
effort to quell the current surge in corona- 
virus cases. 

“This is how we continue to manage 
our way through omicron,” said Lamont, 
who spoke during a video teleconference 
Monday afternoon from Florida, where he 
is on vacation. 

Testing, along with improved treatments 
for those who contract the virus provide the 
best way to “making sure we can manage 
our hospitalizations, keep our schools open, 
keep our economy open and keep you safe,” 
Lamont said. 

The total cost of the coronavirus tests 
is approximately $18.5 million and will be 


shorten their isolation and quarantine 
policies, and CDC is trying to get out ahead 
of the shift. “It would be helpful to have 
uniform CDC guidance” that others could 
draw from, rather than a mishmash of poli- 
cies, Walensky said. 

The CDC’s guidance on isolation and 
quarantine has seemed confusing to the 
public, and the new recommendations are 
“happening at a time when more people 
are testing positive for the first time and 
looking for guidance,’ said Lindsay Wiley, 
an American University public health law 
expert.

Advocate-lawyer prepares for Hartford City Council

HARTFORD — Tiana 
Hercules never saw herself 
as a politician. 

In a way, she still doesn’t 
even after outgoing Hart- 
ford City Council member 
Wildaliz Bermudez tapped 
her to take the two-term 
councilor’s place on the capi- 
tal city’s governing body. 

Bermudez, who was 
elected in 2015 and reelected 
in 2020, signaled her intent 
to resign from city council 
in November as her family 
prepares to move to New 
Haven by the summer. She 
named Hercules as her 
replacement, and the Work- 
ing Families Party followed 
up with an endorsement. It 
will the first time Hercules 
held public office, should 
she be confirmed by a coun- 
cil vote. 

The Hartford-based advo- 
cate and lawyer is eager to 
forge her own path with a

shots, Sgt. Nicholas Kehoss,

“I see so much promise 
here, so much richness in

Hercules said. “We’re seeing 
a lot of great things happen 
downtown and in certain 
neighborhoods, and I think 
part of my role on council is 
to figure out strategic ways 
to identify opportunities for 
resources to be placed ina 
manner that benefits resi- 
dents.” 

Hercules, 39, works as 
a criminal defense lawyer 
with Hartford-based Sills 
Law Firm. Originally from a 
large family in New London 
(she’s the oldest of nine kids), 
Hercules graduated from 
Connecticut College and 
moved to Hartford in 2004 
to begin her studies at the 
UConn School of Law. 

Hercules has lived in 
Hartford’s Asylum Hill 
neighborhood for the last 11 
years. Her home is one of the 
properties constructed by 


northbound, the report said 
Zainc turned on the lights 
on his police car and pulled 
Machado over. Zainc knew 
the Dodge was a rental car, 
but Machado was unable to 
produce a rental agreement 
or driver’s license. While 
Zainc spoke with Machado, 
who remained in the Dodge, 
Kehoss arrived to lend assis- 
tance, according to the report. 

Kehoss parked his police 
car behind Zainc’s and when 
the two officers spoke, Zainc 
said he thought Machado 
was behaving nervously and 
was likely to try to speed 
off. Machado later admitted 
as much weeks later, when 
the Dodge was found aban- 
doned in Waterbury and he 
was arrested and interviewed 
by state police detectives and 
recounted his conversation 
with Zainc. 

“The guy was calm, ya 
know, he was cool, for the 
most part,’ Machado said of 
Zainc. “He wasn’t disrespect- 
Tul’ 

Machado, who was alone 
in the Dodge, said he had 
been driving safely, observ- 
ing all traffic laws and hadn’t 
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Northside Institu- 
tions Neighborhood 
Alliance, a nonprofit 
community devel- 
opment corporation 
for which she later 
served on the board. 

Hercules has 
raised her three chil- 
dren, 17- and 14-year- 
old sons and a 4-year-old 
daughter there, all of whom 
went to or will go to Hartford 
schools. 

After receiving her law 
degree and a master’s degree 
from the UConn School of 
Business, Hercules worked 
in the administration of 
former Hartford Mayor 
Pedro Segarra. She was 
invited to manage Hartford’s 
Project Longevity, a program 
in partnership with Bridge- 
port and New Haven aimed 
at understanding and reduc- 
ing gun violence, and did so 
for several years before join- 
ing with the Office of the 
Chief Public Defender. 

Hercules has also served 


been involved in an drug 
deals. He said Zainc told him 
to “sit tight” and walked back 
to talk to the arriving Kehoss. 
Machado said he heard Zainc 
say, “gonna run,” which he 
said was exactly what he was 
planning to do. 

“T don’t know what made 
them think that I was gonna 
stay;’ Machado told the state 
police detectives. 

After speaking with his 
fellow officer, Kehoss said he 
decided to move his police 
car to a spot diagonally in 
front of the Dodge to prevent 
Machado from speeding 
off. As he prepared to move, 
Kehoss told the use of force 
investigators, “he could smell 
a strong odor of burned mari- 
juana, which seemed to be 
coming from the Dodge, as 
there were no other vehicles 
stopped.” 

“T positioned my vehicle 
so that my passenger side 
was approximately three 
feet from the front bumper 
of Machado’s front bumper,” 
Kehoss said, in a statement 
included in Devlin’s report. 
“I opened my driver’s door 
with intentions of assisting

on the Board of 
Deacons at Asylum 
Hill Congregational 
Church and was 
previously board 
chair for Girls for 
Technology, a tech 
education nonprofit 
she helped to start. 
She currently serves 
on the Connecticut Commis- 
sion for Children, Women, 
Seniors, Equality and Oppor- 
tunity. 

In 2019, Hercules made 
an unsuccessful bid for city 
council after encourage- 
ment from state Rep. Bran- 
don McGee, who challenged 
Hartford Mayor Luke Bronin 
the same year. 

Between her experience 
in criminal defense, and 
her nonprofit and advocacy 
work, Hercules “embodies 
all the qualities that we stand 
for” Bermudez said. 

“Professionally, she has 
the skill set, the knowledge, 
the background,’ Bermudez 
said. “And her heart is in the 


Detective Zainc with having 
Machado exit his vehicle. As 
I closed my driver’s-side door, 
I could hear Detective Zainc 
yelling “Don’t do it, don’t do 
it” which prompted me to 
unholster my department 
issued handgun.” 

“I did not immediately 
know what was happen- 
ing on the other side of my 
vehicle?’ Kehoss said in the 
statement. “Machado could 
have been displaying a hand- 
gun, about to run on foot, or 
engaging Detective Zainc in 
an altercation. As I walked 
to the rear of my vehicle, to 
around the back of it and see 
what was happening, I heard 
tires screeching on the pave- 
ment.” 

Machado told investiga- 
tors that any second thoughts 
about fleeing ended when 
Kehoss tried to block the 
Dodge. During an earlier 
run-in with the law in Water- 
town, Machado said he had 
been blocked by police and 
was arrested for “a whole 
bunch of misdemeanors.” 

“When he pulled up in 
front of me,” Machado said 
of Kehoss, “I was like, ‘Yeah, 
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right place because she gives 
back in these different ways. 
We believe that she will be 
a great addition to the Hart- 
ford City Council.” 

“I think [Hercules] has 
a lot of really good insight 
about what the most margin- 
alized among us need from 
government,” said Josh 
Michtom, who represents 
the Working Families Party 
on Hartford City Council. 

Hercules said she falls 
in line with Bermudez on 
several key Working Families 
Party issues: She supports 
livable wages, strong union 
labor representation and 
universal basic income. 

But she also stresses the 
importance of economic 
development and takes 
a social justice-oriented 
approach to wealth building. 

“T know sometimes people 
in the Working Families 
Party may say ‘Oh, we don’t 
want to hear about wealth,” 
Hercules said, “but I think 
it’s important for fami- 


now I am really leaving’ 
That’s when I wanted to run.” 

Machado said he threw the 
Dodge into reverse and sped 
forward. The two police offi- 
cer statements, footage from 
their body cameras and 
forensic analysis of collision 
damage and tire tracks indi- 
cate the Dodge crashed into 
Kehoss’ police car, which 
in turn struck him, bruising 
him, tearing his uniform and 
throwing him to the ground. 

Machado denies hitting the 
police car. But he suggested in 
his statement he considered 
running over Kehoss. At the 
time, he said he was on his 
cellphone speaking to his 
sister, who he said is married 
to a police officer. 

“T told my little sister, I’m 
gonna take him?” Machado 
said in his statement. “She 
said, ‘Nah don’t, not police’ 
My brother-in-law is a police 
officer.” 

Kehoss said he fired at 
the Dodge because he was 
convinced it was speeding 
toward him after he was 
knocked to the ground by the 
collision. 

“As this happened, I was 
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lies to be able to prosper, 
and for people to be able to 
build wealth for their fami- 
lies, especially for people of 
color.”

looking right at the grill ofthe 
Dodge, which was coming 
right at me,” Kehoss said. “I 
believed I was about to be 
run over and killed by the 
fleeing vehicle. I fired one 
round from my handgun in 
the direction of Machado’s 
oncoming vehicle as I was 
falling backward and fired 
again while in a semi-seated 
position, bracing the impact 
of the pavement with my left 
arm and elbow and firing 
with my right hand. I do not 
recall how many rounds I 
fired. Once I felt the threat 
of the vehicle striking me 
had passed, I stopped firing. 
I believe I struck the wind- 
shield of the vehicle with at 
least one round.” 

According to the report, a 
total of three shots penetrated 
the right side of the wind- 
shield, the right front door 
and the right rear passenger 
window. An examination of 
Kehoss’ body camera footage 
shows that the total elapsed 
time from when he climbed 
out his police car to when 
the Dodge sped by him while 
he is on the ground was six 
seconds.

out of 136,857 tests, for a daily 
positivity rate of 10.71%, the 
second highest figure for any day 
since widespread testing began. 

The state’s seven-day positiv- 
ity rate now stands at 9.83%, up 
dramatically from last week and 
easily the highest of any time in 
the past 18 months. 

Unvaccinated residents have 
been about four times as likely to 
test positive in recent weeks as 
vaccinated residents, according to 
state numbers. 

All eight Connecticut counties 
— along with nearly the entire 
remainder of the country — are 
currently recording “high” levels 
of COVID-19 transmission as 
defined by the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion. 


Hospitalizations 


As of Monday, Connecticut has 
925 patients hospitalized with 
COVID-19, up 88 from Thursday 
and the most at atime since Jan. 31. 
Hospitalizations have now nearly 
quintupled since the end of Octo- 
ber. 

According to the state, 79.1% of 
people hospitalized with COVID- 
19 are unvaccinated. Hospital offi- 
cials say the rate is even higher 
when looking specifically at people 
with severe symptoms. 


Deaths 


Connecticut reports COVID-19 
deaths on Thursdays. Last week, 
the state recorded 75 deaths, bring- 
ing its total during the pandemic 
to 9,077. 

As COVID-19 cases and hospital- 
izations have surged in Connecti- 
cut over recent weeks, deaths have 
risen but still remain far below the 


recorded 817,031 COVID-19 deaths, 
according to the Coronavirus 
Resource Center at Johns Hopkins 
University. 


Vaccinations 


As of Monday, 87.8% of all 
Connecticut residents and 95% of 
those 12 and older had received at 
least one COVID-19 vaccine dose, 
while 74.3% of all residents and 
83.4% of those 12 and older were 
fully vaccinated, according to the 


DC. 

Additionally, about 39.1% of fully 
vaccinated Connecticut residents 
18 or older have received a booster 
dose. 

The CDC warns that booster 
shots are sometimes misclassi- 
fied as first doses, likely inflating 
the reported number of first-dose 
coverage and understating the 
true number of people who have 
received boosters.

The isolation rules are for 
people who are infected, and 
are the same for people who 
are unvaccinated, partly 
vaccinated, fully vaccinated 
or boosted. They say: 

The clock starts the day 
you test positive. 

An infected person should 
go into isolation for five 
days, instead of the previ- 
ously recommended 10. 

At the end of five days, if 
you have no symptoms, you 
can return to normal activ- 
ities but must wear a mask 
everywhere — even at home 
around others — for at least 
five more days. 

If you still have symptoms 
after isolating for five days, 
stay home until you feel 
better and then start your 
five days of wearing a mask 
at all times. 

The quarantine rules are 
for people who were in close 
contact with an infected 
person but not infected 
themselves. 


For quarantine, the clock 
starts the day someone is 
alerted to the fact they may 
have been exposed to the 
virus. 

Previously, the CDC said 
unvaccinated people who 
came in close contact with 
an infected person should 
stay home for at least 10 
days. 

Now the agency is saying 
only people who got booster 
shots can skip quarantine 
if they wear masks in all 
settings for at least 10 days. 

That’s a change. Previ- 
ously, people who were 
fully vaccinated — which the 
CDC has defined as having 
two doses of the Pfizer 
or Moderna vaccines, or 
one dose of the Johnson & 
Johnson vaccine — could be 
exempt from quarantine. 

Now, people who got their 
initial shots but not boosters 
are in the same situation as 
those who are partly vacci- 
nated or are not vaccinated 
at all: They can stop quar- 
antine after five days if they 
wear masks in all settings for 
five days afterward. 


Nevertheless, suspend- 
ing both isolation and quar- 
antine after five days is not 
without risk. 

A lot of people get tested 
when they first feel symp- 
toms, but many Americans 
get tested for others reasons, 
like to see if they can visit 
family or for work. That 
means a positive test result 
may not reveal exactly when 
a person was infected or give 
a clear picture of when they 
are most contagious, experts 
say. 

When people get infected, 
the risk of spread drops 
substantially after five days, 
but it does not disappear for 
everyone, said Dr. Aaron 
Glatt, a New York physician 
who is a spokesman for the 
Infectious Diseases Society 
of America. 

“If you decrease it to five 
days, you’re still going to 
small but significant number 
of people who are conta- 
gious,” he said. 

That’s why wearing 
masks is acritical part of the 
CDC guidance, Walensky 
said.

funded through federal 
funds, state officials said. 

The state will provide 
the tests to municipal 
public safety officials 
or local health author- 
ities to distribute, said 
Connecticut Public Health 
Commissioner Dr. Mani- 
sha Juthani. “It’s going 
to be up to our munici- 
pal partners to determine 
how that distribution will 
work,” she said. 

The first allocation will 
include the distribution 
of 500,000 kits — each 
containing two tests for a 
total of one million tests 
— that will be designated 
for the general public. 
The state has purchased 
another one million kits — 
each containing two tests 
for a total of two million 
tests — that will be distrib- 
uted to K-12 schools state- 
wide. 

The state Department of 
Public Health, the Division 
of Emergency Manage- 
ment and Homeland Secu- 
rity, and the Connecticut 
National Guard will over- 
see the distribution of the 
kits, with support from 
regional and local emer- 
gency management teams. 
This initiative also will 
include the distribution of 
N95 masks. 

The state Department 
of Education is coordinat- 
ing distribution of the test 
kits and masks to schools, 
which will begin in early 
January. 

Lamont said the testing 
and masking efforts are an 
essential part of his goal 
to ensure schools remain 
open once students return 
from winter break on 
Jan. 3. “It’s a number one 
priority for me,” he said. 
“Anything we can do to 
keep our schools open is 
really key.” 

Several other states have 


taken similar steps to hand 
out test kits. In Massachu- 
setts, Gov. Charlie Baker 
announced earlier this 
month that the state was 
distributing free tests to 
residents in 102 commu- 
nities that have the high- 
est percentage of residents 
living below the poverty 
line. In New York, Gov. 
Kathy Hochul’s adminis- 
tration secured 10 million 
additional coronavirus 
tests; two million of those 
are earmarked for public 
school districts. Colo- 
rado is mailing test kits to 
people in that state who 
request them. 

The federal government 
has promised to provide 
half a billion in-home tests 
free of charge but the effort 
will roll out in phases, with 
the first delivery not arriv- 
ing until January. 

“It’s great having the 
federal government as 
your partner,’ Lamont 
said. “I know they made 
promises in terms of 500 
million fast tests...but in 
the meantime, we’ve tried 
to take the lead ourselves- 
...1 just can’t wait for 
them.” 

The federal Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention says testing 
is critically important to 
reducing the spread of the 
virus. 

In the early days of the 
pandemic, appointments 
at mass-testing sites were 
hard to get and at-home 
tests had not become 
widely available. But now, 
nearly two years later, test 
kits can still be difficult to 
procure. 

At-home tests generally 
provide results within 15 
minutes. But at a cost of 
as much as $20 to $30 for 
two, the kits are expensive 
and are sold out at many 
retail locations. 

Dr. Ulysses Wu, an infec- 
tious disease specialist at 
Hartford HealthCare, 
warned about the high rate 


of false negative results on 
at-home tests but said they 
can nonetheless play arole 
in combatting COVID-19. 

“Testing is definitely 
a part of this fight,” Wu 
said. “We’ve talked about 
boosters, we’ve talked 
about vaccinations, we’ve 
talked about masking, 
we've talked about social 
distancing. ... And yes, test- 
ing is also a part of that.” 

Mass-testing sites saw 
an influx of people in the 
days leading up to Christ- 
mas, with people seeking 
results to determine if they 
could safely gather for the 
holidays. 

Juthani, the public 
health commissioner, said 
she expects the test kits 
ordered by the state to 
begin arriving on Thurs- 
day but urged residents 
to be patient as munici- 
pal leaders established a 
system for distribution. 

In Rocky Hill, munic- 
ipal leaders are planning 
to begin handing out the 
testing kits Thursday 
afternoon at both Fire 
Station One and Town 
Hall. Initially, distribu- 
tion will be limited to resi- 
dents with an immediate 
need, such as individuals 
and families who believe 
that they might have been 
exposed or have been 
experiencing symptoms 
or those who traveled over 
the holidays and have been 
experiencing symptoms. 

Juthani said she under- 
stands some people are 
desperate to obtain a 
COVID-19 test. “We are 
still in a rolling out phase 
and every community is 
going to be slightly differ- 
ent,” she said. “We really 
do need people to have 
some patience to be able 
to work with municipali- 
ties as they try and work all 
this out.”

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Youths find lessons in Tutu’s life 


Activism, fight for 
equality inspiring 
some S. Africans

JOHANNESBURG — 
Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu’s legacy is reverber- 
ating among young South 
Africans, many of whom 
were not born when the 
clergyman battled apart- 
heid and sought full rights 
for the nation’s Black 
majority. 

Tutu, who died Sunday at 
the age of 90, was awarded 
the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1984 for those efforts. 

Even though they did 
not know much about him, 
some young South Afri- 
cans said Monday that 
they understood his role as 
one of the most prominent 
figures to help their country 
become a democracy. 

Zinhle Gamede, 16, said 
she found out about Tutu’s 
death on social media and 
has learned more about him 
over the past day. 

“At first I only knew that 
he was an archbishop. I 
really did not know much 
else” Gamede said. 

She said Tutu’s death 
had inspired her to learn 
more about South Afri- 
ca’s history, especially the 
struggle against white 
minority rule. 

“T think that people who 
fought for our freedom are 
great people. We are in a 
better place because of 
them,” she said. 

Following the end of 
apartheid in 1994, when 
South Africa became a 
democracy, Tutu chaired 
the Truth and Reconcilia- 
tion Commission that docu- 
mented atrocities during 
apartheid and sought to 
promote national reconcil- 
lation. 

Tutu also became one of 
the world’s most prominent 
religious leaders to cham- 
pion LGBTQ rights. 

“As a gay person, it is 
rare to hear people from 
the church speaking 
openly about gay issues, 
but I found out about him 
through gay activists who 
sometimes use his quotes 
during campaigns,” said 
Lesley Morake, 25.

tive things he hears about 
Tutu, instead of some nega- 
tive sentiments he saw on 
social media. 

“One of the things I 
picked up on Facebook 
and Twitter was that some 
people were criticizing him 
for the TRC (Truth and 
Reconciliation Commis- 
sion) because there are still 
many issues regarding the 
TRC,” Nkatlo said, refer- 
ring to some who say Tutu 
should have been tougher 
on whites who perpetrated 
abuses under apartheid and 
should have ordered that 
they be prosecuted. 

South Africa is holding 
a week of mourning for 
Tutu. Bells rang at midday 


Monday from St. George’s 
Anglican Cathedral in Cape 
Town to honor him. The 
bells at “the people’s cathe- 
dral,” where Tutu worked 
to unite South Africans of 
all races against apartheid, 
will toll for 10 minutes at 
noon for five days to mark 
Tutu’s life. 

“We ask all who hear the 
bells to pause their busy 
schedules for a moment in 
tribute” to Tutu, the current 
archbishop of Cape Town, 
Thabo Makgoba, said. Angli- 
can churches across South 
Africa will also ring their 
bells at noon this week, and 
the Angelus prayer will be 
recited.

2nd time capsule apparently 
found at site of Lee statue

RICHMOND, Va. — 
Crews wrapping up the 
removal Monday of a giant 
pedestal that once held a 
statue of Confederate Gen. 
Robert E. Lee in Richmond 
found what appeared to be 
a second and long-sought- 
after time capsule, Virginia 
Gov. Ralph Northam said. 

The governor tweeted 
photos of a box being 
removed from the site and 
said conservators were 
studying the artifact. 

“They found it! This 
is likely the time capsule 
everyone was looking for,” 
he tweeted. 

The governor said the 
box would not be opened 
Monday. It wasn’t immedi- 
ately clear what condition 
any contents might be in. 

The development 
marked the latest turn in a

monthslong search for the 
capsule, which contem- 
poraneous news accounts 
indicate was placed during 
a cornerstone-laying cere- 
mony in 1887 attended 
by thousands of people. 
News accounts described 
its dozens of donated arti- 
facts, including Confeder- 
ate memorabilia. Based on 
historical records, some 
have also speculated the 
capsule might contain arare 
photo of deceased President 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Earlier this month, crews 
dismantling the pedestal 
found atime capsule embed- 
ded in a granite block that 
some initially thought might 
have been the one placed in 
1887. But after state conser- 
vators spent hours last week 
gingerly prying the box 
open, they didn’t find the 
expected trove of objects 
related to the Confederacy. 
Instead, conservators pulled 


out a few waterlogged 
books, a silver coin and an 
envelope with some papers. 

The prevailing theory last 
week was that the lead box 
was left by a person — or 
persons — who oversaw the 
monument’s construction. 

The search for the 1887 
time capsule resumed 
Monday. 

Devon Henry, the contrac- 
tor whose company was 
overseeing the removal, said 
the box was found inside a 
granite enclosure basically 
at ground level, surrounded 
by fill and other construc- 
tion material. Workers 
pulled off the top of the 
granite enclosure to find the 
box, which appeared to be 
made of copper, Henry said. 

The box was then covered 
in bubble wrap and trans- 
ported from the site for 
further study, he said. 

The Lee statue, which 
depicted the general atop 


Africa were being planned 
to honor Tutu’s life, as trib- 
utes came in from around 
the world. 

Tutu’s coffin will be 
displayed Friday at the 
cathedral in Cape Town 
to allow the public to file 
past the casket, “which 
will reflect the simplicity 
with which he asked to be 
buried,” Makgoba said ina 
statement. 

On Friday night Tutu’s 
body will “lie alone in the 
cathedral which he loved.” 

A requiem Mass will be 
held Saturday and, accord- 
ing to Tutu’s wishes, he will 
be cremated and his ashes 
placed in the cathedral’s 
mausoleum, church offi- 


cials said Monday. 

In addition, an ecumen- 
ical and interfaith service 
will be held for Tutu on 
Thursday in South Africa’s 
capital, Pretoria. 

South Africans are laying 
flowers at the cathedral, 
in front of Tutu’s home in 
Cape Town’s Milnerton 
area, and in front of his 
former home in Soweto. 

President Cyril Rama- 
phosa visited Tutu’s home 
Monday in Cape Town 
where he paid his respects 
to Tutu’s widow, Leah. 

“He knew in his soul that 
good would triumph over 
evil, that justice would 
prevail over iniquity, and 
that reconciliation would 
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prevail over revenge and 
recrimination. He knew 
that apartheid would end, 
that democracy would 
come,” Ramaphosa said 
Sunday night in a nationally 
broadcast address. 

“He knew that our people 
would be free. By the same 
measure, he was convinced, 
even to the end of his life, 
that poverty, hunger and 
misery can be defeated; that 
all people can live together 
in peace, security and 
comfort,” said Ramaphosa, 
who added that South Afri- 
ca’s flags will be flown at 
half-staff this week. 

“May we follow in his 
footsteps,” Ramaphosa 
said.

a horse, was erected on the 
soaring pedestal in 1890 in 
the former capital of the 
Confederacy. Its removal 
in September came more 
than a year after Northam 
ordered it in the wake of 
protests that erupted after 
the police killing of George 
Floyd in Minneapolis. 


The statue was one of 
five enormous Confederate 
tributes along Monument 
Avenue, and the only one 
that belonged to the state. 
The four city-owned statues 
were taken down in 2020. 

Northam’s administra- 
tion initially planned to leave 
the pedestal in place but 


announced in early Decem- 
ber that contractors would 
remove the behemoth, now 
covered in graffiti, and trans- 
fer the grassy traffic circle it 
inhabited to the city of Rich- 
mond. The administration 
has said it will be stored 
until “next steps” have been 
determined. 


Russian envoy gives time frame for security talks with US 


Negotiators are 
expected to meet 
in early January

MOSCOW — Talks 
between Russia and the 
United States on Moscow’s 
demand for Western guar- 
antees precluding NATO’s 
expansion to Ukraine will 
start immediately after the 
New Year holiday period, 
Russia’s top diplomat 


announced Monday. 

“Itis with the US. that we 
will carry out the main work 
of negotiations, which will 
take place immediately after 
the New Year holidays end,” 
Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov said in an 
interview Monday. 

The holiday period in 
Russia will last for 10 days, 
through Jan. 9. 

Earlier this month, 
Moscow submitted draft 
security documents 
demanding that NATO deny 
membership to Ukraine 


and other former Soviet 
countries and roll back the 
alliance’s military deploy- 
ments in Central and East- 
ern Europe. 

Washington and its allies 
have refused to provide such 
pledges, but said they are 
ready for the talks. 

The demands, contained 
in a proposed Russia-U.S. 
security treaty and a secu- 
rity agreement between 
Moscow and NATO, were 
drafted amid soaring 
tensions over a Russian 
troop buildup near Ukraine 


that has stoked fears of a 
possible invasion. 

Russia has denied it has 
plans to attack its neighbor 
but pressed for legal guar- 
antees that would rule out 
NATO expansion and weap- 
ons deployment there. 

Lavrov said last week that, 
in addition to talks with 
the U.S., Moscow will start 
separate talks with NATO 
on the issue, as well as sepa- 
rate negotiations under the 
auspices of the Organization 
for Security and Coopera- 
tion in Europe. 


It is important that “our 
proposals aren’t wound 
up in endless discussions, 
which the West is famous 
for and which it knows how 
to do, that there is aresult of 
all these diplomatic efforts,” 
Lavrov said Monday. 

NATO Secretary-Gen- 
eral Jens Stoltenberg has 
decided to convene a meet- 
ing of the NATO-Russia 
Council on Jan. 12,a NATO 
official said Saturday, adding 
that the bloc was in touch 
with Russia about the meet- 
ing.

Iran presses on oil 
exports as nuclear 
pact talks continue

VIENNA — Negotiators 
from Iran and five world 
powers resumed negoti- 
ations Monday on restor- 
ing Tehran’s tattered 2015 
nuclear deal, with Iran 
insisting that the United 
States and its allies prom- 
ise to allow it to export its 
crude oil. 

The latest round of talks 
in Vienna, the eighth, 
opened 10 days after nego- 
tiations were adjourned for 
the Iranian negotiator to 
return home for consulta- 
tions. The previous round, 
the first after a more than 
five-month gap caused by 
the arrival of a new hard- 
line government in Iran, 
was marked by tensions over 
new Iranian demands. 

“If we work hard in the 
days and weeks ahead, 
we should have a positive 
result,’ Enrique Mora, the 
European Union diplomat 
who chaired the talks, said 
after the opening session. 
But “it’s going to be very 
hard — difficult political 
decisions have to be taken.” 

Tehran’s landmark accord 
with world powers — Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, the 
U.S., Russia and China — 
granted Iran sanctions relief 
in exchange for curbs on its 
nuclear program. 

But in 2018, then-Presi- 
dent Donald Trump with- 
drew America from the 
deal and imposed sweeping 
sanctions on Iran, includ- 
ing against its oil sector — 
the lifeline of its economy. 
Iran’s crude exports plum- 
meted and international oil 
companies scrapped deals 
with Tehran, weakening its 
economy. 

The other signatories 
struggled to keep alive the 
agreement, formally known 
as the Joint Comprehensive 
Plan of Action. The United 
States is participating only 
indirectly in this year’s talks 
to restore the deal, which 


President Joe Biden has 
signaled he wants to rejoin. 

Speaking in Tehran ahead 
of the talks’ resumption, 
Foreign Minister Hossein 
Amirabdollahian said 
Iran wants the upcoming 
round of talks to focus on 
its sanctions-hit oil indus- 
try. The aim is to get to the 
“point where Iranian oil is 
being sold easily and with- 
out any barriers and its 
money arrives in Iran’s bank 
accounts,” he said. 

Separately on Monday, 
Iranian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Saeed Khat- 
ibzadeh said it would be 
“intolerable” for the West 
to demand anything from 
Tehran beyond compliance 
with the original deal. 

Iran has steadily aban- 
doned all of the accord’s 
limits since the Ameri- 
can withdrawal and is now 
enriching uranium to 60% 
purity — a short, technical 
step from weapons-grade 
levels. It spins ever-more 


advanced centrifuges also 
barred by the deal. 


Iraq election: Iraq’s top 
court on Monday rejected an 
appeal filed by Iran-backed 
factions contesting the 
results of country’s parlia- 
mentary elections held in 
October. The development 
marked another boost for an 
influential Shiite cleric who 
had been confirmed as the 
winner of the vote. 

The appeal was submitted 
by Hadi al-Ameri, head of a 
pro-Iran coalition that lost 
seats in the Oct. 10 vote. 

Final results announced 
by Iraq’s electoral commis- 
sion had confirmed Shiite 
cleric Muqtada al-Sadr 
secured 73 out of Parlia- 
ment’s 329 seats. The results 
also confirmed that the 
faction known as the Fatah 
Alliance, which represents 
the Shiite paramilitary 
group known as the Popu- 
lar Mobilization Forces, 
secured 17 seats — down

Somalia politics: Soma- 
lia’s president suspended 
the country’s prime minis- 
ter and marine forces 
commander on Monday, a 
sharp escalation in a politi- 
cal dispute that threatens to 
further destabilize the trou- 
bled nation on the Horn of 
Africa. 

President Mohamed 
Abdullahi Mohamed 
suspended Prime Minister 
Mohamed Hussein Roble 
over allegations of corrup- 
tion and misuse of public 
land. Mohamed’s office had 
earlier accused Roble of 
“posing a serious threat to 
the electoral process” and 
of carrying out activities that 
violated his mandate. 

Roble refused to accept 
the order and accused 
Mohamed of deploying 
troops to attack his office 
and those of the cabinet to 
prevent them from carrying 
out their duties. 

On Monday, foreign 
governments and interna- 
tional observers expressed 
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concern that the dispute 
could set off another cycle of 
violence in a nation battered 
by decades of fighting. 


Belarus constitution: 
Belarus’ authorities on 
Monday released a draft 
document proposing 
amendments to the coun- 
try’s constitution that may 
allow authoritarian Presi- 
dent Alexander Lukashenko 
to further cement his grip on 
power after months of mass 
protests and remain in office 
until 2035. 

The proposed amend- 
ments bring back limits 
on presidential terms that 
had been abolished during 
Lukashenko’s tenure, allow- 
ing a president only two 
five-year terms in office. 
The restriction, however, 
will only take effect once a 
“newly elected president” 
assumes Office, which gives 
Lukashenko an opportu- 
nity to run for two more 
terms after his current term 
expires in 2025. 


Myanmar military: A court 
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in military-ruled Myan- 
mar postponed its verdicts 
Monday on two charges 
against ousted leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi in which she is 
accused of importing and 
possessing walkie-talkies 
without following official 
procedures, a legal official 
familiar with the case said. 

The case in the court 
in the capital, Naypyitaw, 
is among many brought 
against the 76-year-old 
Nobel Peace Prize laure- 
ate since the army seized 
power on Feb. 1, ousting 
her elected government 
and arresting top members 
of her National League for 
Democracy party. 

The court gave no reason 
for delaying the verdicts 
until Jan. 10, according to the 
legal official, who insisted on 
anonymity for fear of being 
punished by the authori- 
ties, who have restricted the 
release of information about 
Suu Ky7’s trials. 

Suu Kyi’s party won a 
landslide victory in last 
year’s general election, but 
the military said there was 
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widespread electoral fraud, 
an assertion that indepen- 
dent poll watchers doubt. 


Roe v. Wade lawyer: Sarah 
Weddington, a Texas 
lawyer who as a 26-year- 
old successfully argued the 
landmark abortion rights 
case Roe v. Wade before the 
U.S. Supreme Court, died 
Sunday. She was 76. 

Susan Hays, Wedding- 
ton’s former student and 
colleague, said she died 
in her sleep early Sunday 
morning at her Austin home. 

A couple of years after 
graduating law school at 
the University of Texas, 
Weddington and a former 
classmate, Linda Coffee, 
brought a class-action 
lawsuit on behalf of a preg- 
nant woman challenging a 
state law that largely banned 
abortions. 

Weddington argued the 
case of “Jane Roe” before the 
high court twice, in Decem- 
ber 1971 and October 1972, 
resulting the next year in 
the 7-2 ruling that legalized 
abortion nationwide.

Pandemic 
struggles 
continued at 
restaurants

The coronavirus pandemic has hit every 
sector of the economy, but few industries 
suffered as much as the restaurant busi- 
ness. In 2020, hundreds of Connecti- 
cut eateries closed. Even after the rest 
reopened, many diners still shunned gath- 
ering places. All restaurants saw customer 
numbers and profits plummet. 

The arrival of 2021 brought hope that 
troubled times would end, but that opti- 
mism faded as the pandemic persisted. As 
2022 begins, the industry is still in turmoil. 
Some continuing problems were predict- 
able. Infection rate spikes kept diners away. 
Employees tested positive. Cold weather 
closed patios that kept many eateries afloat. 

Other problems were unanticipated. 
The supply chain crisis sent costs spik- 
ing. The end of enhanced unemploy- 
ment didn’t bring the employees back. 
Restaurant staffers reported many cases 
of customer unkindness. 

Ironically, one disappointing element 
of 2021 was the Restaurant Revitalization 
Fund, set up to help owners recoup reve- 
nue losses. The kitty was so underfunded 
that two-thirds of applicants nation- and 
state-wide were rejected, creating an 
unlevel playing field and quiet resentment 
among restaurateurs.

Smaller capacity, 
restricted hours 


The dramatic expansion of outdoor 
dining in 2020 and 2021 rescued many 
restaurants from closure. When cold 
weather came, those patios and sidewalk 
tables closed. Many restaurants hibernated 
through the winter and reopened when 
warm weather returned. 

Those owners still had to pay rent, insur- 
ance and utilities, but not food and alco- 
hol bills, paychecks or other fixed costs. 
Hibernation kept restaurants from “bleed- 
ing out,” said Scott Dolch, president of 
Connecticut Restaurant Association. 

Restaurants that stayed open were 
allowed to stay open until 11 p.m. — up 
from 10 p.m. — in early February, and to 
return to 100% capacity in March. But 
social distancing still had to be enforced 
and bars had to stay closed. 

For many restaurants, it was still a strug- 
gle, said Mark Dion of Mark’s Restaurant in 
Enfield and Mark’s Tavern in East Wind- 
sor.

Struggling to get supplies

“Price varies so much, week to week, 
sometimes day to day, increase or decrease 
but mostly increase,’ said Patty Bradbury, 
co-owner of Golden Greek in Killingly.

Fonseca-Rivera, the victim, was driv- 
ing south on Route 103 in his Katsirou- 
bas Produce truck, en route to Hyde Park, 
Massachusetts, after making a delivery at 
a Vermont restaurant. The two men didn’t 
appear to know each other, police said. 

Fonseca-Rivera was on the phone with 
a friend, Pedro Iroala, during or just before 
the shooting, according to court documents. 
Iroala told investigators that Fonseca-Rivera 
told him a vehicle in front of him that was 
speeding up and slowing down. 

Piri had driven to Londonderry the previ- 
ous day to work on a long-running issue 
regarding the residence’s faulty well pump. 
He was running late to an engagement that 
evening, and grew further frustrated when 
his credit card wasn’t accepted by a machine 
at car wash on the way home, police said in 
court documents. 


When later interviewed by police, Piri 
told them he was having an “[expletive] day,” 
police said.

Piri emerged as a suspect after police 
reviewed video footage captured by the 
several cameras located along Route 103, 
which showed Piri traveling just ahead of 
Fonseca-Rivera’s truck. Piri had told inves- 
tigators that there was hardly anyone on 
the road during his return trip, according to 
court documents.

Less than 30% of nursing home staff in Connecticut had 
received a COVID-19 booster shot as of mid-December, accord- 
ing to state data, and as the number of COVID cases among 
both residents and staff continues to grow, some providers are 
wondering whether a booster mandate is needed. 

With the omicron variant expected to become dominant, 
providers are hoping to avoid another wave of infections among 
nursing home residents, who have already borne the brunt of 
previous COVID waves. 

In a meeting last week, state Department of Public Health 
officials told providers that only about 29% of long-term care 
staff have received a booster. The percentage of residents who 
have had a booster is about 80%. That number has increased 
recently because the state made a concerted effort to hold a 
clinic at every facility by Dec. 15. 

Data released Thursday show just how quickly the number 
of cases is growing. As of Dec. 21, the state had recorded 136 
cases among residents and 242 among staff, compared to just 
a week earlier, when there were 66 cases among residents and 
76 among staff. 

On Thursday, the state’s positivity rate was 9% and hospital- 
izations had increased by 16 to 837. In the previous two weeks, 
there had been 75 deaths, and 13 of them were long term care 
residents. 

The infections have been on the rise since early November, 
according to DPH data. Staff cases have quadrupled since the 
end of November and cases among residents have more than 


doubled. 


Some employers are mandating 
booster shots for staff 


Vernon Manor and Manchester Manor are among a handful 
of providers that have mandated booster shots for employees. 
CEO Paul Liistro said the clock is ticking because many got 
their initial two doses more than six months ago — meaning the 
efficacy of the vaccine is waning just as omicron is about to hit.

now. One can always do something a day too soon but not a day 
too late,” Lilistro said. 

One of the other providers that has mandated vaccine boost- 
ers for staff is Masonicare of Wallingford, one of the largest 
facilities in the state. 

“In November 2021, I issued a companywide mandate for 
the boosters. I’m once again thrilled by the response from our 
employees, who are stepping up to receive the booster that will 
offer continued protection to both employees and the frail and 
vulnerable patients in their care,’ Masonicare CEO Jon-Paul 
Venoit said Thursday. 

The staff there has until the end of January to get the booster 
shot. About 40% have gotten the third shot so far. Masonicare 
has scheduled at least eight more clinics and two family clinics 
over the next few weeks. 

But Matthew Barrett, President and Chief Executive Officer 
of the Connecticut Association of Health Care Facilities, said 
his group would not favor a booster mandate at this time and 
that there hasn’t been any indication from the state that one is 
on the horizon. He added that the 29% rate of vaccinated staff 
is a “big concern” but that with a more focused effort, those 
numbers will improve. 

At a press conference earlier this week, when asked about 
possible mandates for boosters, Lamont stopped short of 
endorsing the idea but said he was monitoring the spread of 
omicron closely. 

“T can’t afford to lose any nurses in nursing homes or nurses 
in hospitals, and if there’s a trepidation about getting the third 
dose, I have to take that into account,” Lamont said. “If our 
hospitals are overwhelmed, we may have to take a second look 
at that.” 

While the percentage of residents boosted has improved, it 
is still well below the 90% rate achieved when vaccines were 
first introduced. 

Part of the problem is the transitional nature of the nursing 
home business, where people are coming in for short rehabili- 
tation from different hospitals, most of which are not offering 
booster shots to patients before they are discharged.

them. All hospitals are required to 
make sure that any patient transfer- 
ring to a nursing home has a nega- 
tive COVID test within 72 hours of 
discharge, but there is no require- 
ment to give them booster shots. 
“We have been told by several 
hospitals that they don’t do booster 
shots,” said David Hunter, CEO of the 


Mary Wade Home in New Haven. 

Hunter said the another issue 
that concerns providers is visitation. 
Right now, most nursing homes take 
visitors’ temperature and ask them to 
wear a mask before admitting them 
to the building. 

“We have no control over who is 
visiting and what their vaccination 
status is, and that’s tough on the 
staff?’ Hunter said. 

The rules for visitation at long 
term care facilities are set by the 


Centers for Medicare and Medicaid 
Services, so the state has no say in it. 

Barrett said his organization would 
be in favor of a similar approach that 
Yale New Haven Hospital has taken 
— requiring visitors to show proof of 
vaccination before they can enter the 
building and visit a patient. 

Barrett said no one wants to 
see visitation cut off completely, 
like it was at the beginning of the 
pandemic, but he said some balance 
may be needed with the omicron 


variant appearing to spread quickly. 

DPH Commissioner Dr. Manisha 
Juthani said long-term care facili- 
ties need to be more vigilant as cases 
increase. 

“T think that, again, masking of 
visitors — being maybe a little bit 
more vigilant on those types of inter- 
ventions in a nursing home itself — 
is something a home can decide and 
institute for themselves, in terms of 
where and how that exactly is imple- 
mented,” Juthani said. 
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Simsbury residences, in

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Thousands of flights axed 
as virus hits airline crews 
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As omicron fuels cancellations, Fauci eyes vaccine mandate for domestic travel

Flight disruptions in the United States 
showed few signs of abating Monday as 
many people embarked on their first trips 
in almost two years, and Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
the nation’s top infectious disease expert, 
raised the possibility of a vaccination 
requirement for air travel. 

At least 2,400 more flights were canceled 
Monday, including about 900 U.S. flights, as 
the omicron variant is sending daily case- 
loads in parts of the U.S. soaring to levels 
higher than last winter’s pandemic peak. 

While the cancellations were only asmall 
percentage of overall flights, the problem 
threatened to extend into the holiday week. 

“When you make vaccination a require- 
ment, that’s another incentive to get more 
people vaccinated,” Fauci said on MSNBC 
on Monday. “If you want to do that with 
domestic flights, I think that’s something 
that seriously should be considered.”

canceled thousands of flights as the 
omicron variant hit flight crews. In all, 
about 2,300 U.S. flights were canceled 
Saturday and Sunday, with more than 
3,500 more grounded globally, according 
to FlightAware, which provides aviation 
data. On Sunday alone, more than 1,300 
US. flights and nearly 1,700 additional ones 
worldwide were canceled. 

While some of the groundings were 
caused by bad weather and maintenance 
issues, several airlines acknowledged that 
the current wave of coronavirus cases 
contributed significantly. A JetBlue spokes- 
man said the airline had “seen an increasing 
number of sick calls from omicron.” 

Twelve percent of JetBlue flights, 6% 
of Delta Air Lines flights, 5% of United 
Airlines flights and 2% of American Airlines 
flights Sunday had been canceled, accord- 
ing to FlightAware. 

Southwest Airlines canceled 68 flights, 
or 1%, according to FlightAware, because 
of weather, said Dan Landson, a Southwest 
spokesman. 

“We haven’t had any operational issues 
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related to COVID,” he said in an email. 

Traveling rebounded sharply this year, 
making the situation at airports worse: 
Roughly 2 million people passed through 
screening checkpoints each day last week 
and Sunday, according to the Transporta- 
tion Security Administration. Airlines also 
expect lots of travel Jan. 2, a Sunday. 

An airline trade group has asked the 
Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion to shorten the recommended isolation 
period for fully vaccinated employees who 
test positive to a maximum of five days, 
from 10 days, before they can return with 
a negative test. 

“Swift and safe adjustments by the CDC 
would alleviate at least some of the staff- 
ing pressures and set up airlines to help 
millions of travelers returning from their 
holidays,” said Derek Dombrowski, a 
JetBlue spokesman. 

The flight attendants’ union, however, 
has argued that reductions in recom- 
mended isolation times should be decided 
on “by public health professionals, not 
airlines.” 


Fans are touched by Angels 


As greeters at sporting events, 
teens with Down syndrome 
show off their personalities

GLENDALE, Ariz. — Matthew Adams 
and Chase Baird line the entrance to the 
Arizona Coyotes’ team store like sentinels 
of joy, bumping fists, slapping backs, ener- 
gizing every person who walks through. 

Decked out in matching Christmas hats, 
the buddies work their magic with a natural 
flair, spreading cheer with a dash of hype 
for fans. 

The job is perfect for Matthew and 
Chase, two teens with Down syndrome. 
It’s also an opportunity for the Coyotes 
to expand their community outreach and 
inclusion programs. And, judging by the 
enthusiastic reactions to Matthew and 
Chase, it’s also a big hit with fans. 

“This is what they shine in,” Matthew’s 
mother, Michelle, said while keeping watch 
on her son with her husband, Michael, at 
Gila River Arena. “They love talking to 
people and seeing people, but there’s not 
that many opportunities for them out there 


like this.” 

Matthew and Chase were hired with four 
others by the Coyotes through Angels for 
Higher, a social-profit organization that 
facilitates the hiring of people with Down 
syndrome to be greeters across the country. 

Angels for Higher had a humble begin- 
ning: an affable young man with Down 
syndrome landing a job as a greeter with 
the Los Angeles Angels. 

Trevor Hendershot wowed the Angels 
during a job interview and was hired on the 
spot to work in the 2012 season, becoming 
nearly as popular as the players around 
Angel Stadium. He’s since added the Ducks, 
Rams and University of Southern California 
athletics to his resume. 

Robert Hendershot watched his son 
thrive and the awareness it raised for 
people with intellectual disabilities, so 
he founded Angels for Higher in 2019 to 
expand opportunities for others. The orga- 
nization started with a minor league base- 
ball and now reached nearly two dozen 
sports teams, including major professional 
franchises. 

Hendershot works with local Down 
syndrome organizations to find people who 
are outgoing, strong enough to work four- 
to five-hour shifts, able to handle the loud 


noises and occasionally obnoxious people. 

For most people, interactions with 
people who have intellectual disabilities are 
limited. Angels for Higher puts people with 
ID in the forefront, providing a glimpse into 
the joy for life and purity their families see 
every day. 

“They’re on the front lines of raising 
awareness,” Robert Hendershot said. “I 
would gather 90% of the people at sports 
events never have any kind of meaning- 
ful interaction with anyone with Down 
syndrome, let alone conversations.” 

Angels for Higher also provides answers. 

School programs for kids with ID have 
taken huge steps the past few decades, 
providing the resources and support they 
need. Transitional programs help once 
school ends, but those typically last just a 
year or two, leaving parents to figure out 
what’s next for their kids on their own. 

Angels for Higher offers an opportunity 
they might not otherwise get, bridging the 
gap to adulthood. 

“It’s not like they have to learn some- 
thing that’s out of the ordinary like trying 
to teach me how to fix acomputer or some- 
thing like that,” Hendershot said. “They’re 
kind of good at it already, just fit in and can 
be themselves.” 


Polish president vetoes bill hitting US firm

WARSAW, Poland — Poland’s president 
on Monday vetoed a media bill that would 
have forced U.S. company Discovery to give 
up its controlling share in Polish television 
network TVN. 

For many, it was a victory for freedom of 
speech and media independence in a coun- 
try where democratic norms are being chal- 
lenged by the nationalist government. 

The veto was also expected to be 
welcomed by Washington, which had been 
seeking to defend the largest U.S. invest- 
ment in Poland. 

President Andrzej Duda noted that the 
bill was unpopular with many Poles and 


would have dealt a blow to Poland’s repu- 
tation as a place to do business. 

“Contracts have to be kept,” Duda said 
at a news conference in Warsaw where 
he announced his veto. “For us Poles it is a 
matter of honor.” 

The bill, recently passed by the lower 
house of parliament, would have prevented 
any non-European entity from owning 
more than a 49% stake in television or radio 
broadcasters in Poland. 

Its practical effect would have targeted 
only one existing company, Discovery Inc., 
forcing the U.S. owner of Poland’s largest 
private television network, TVN, to sell the 
majority or even all of its Polish holdings. 

The ruling party, Law and Justice, 
pushed the legislation and argued that it 


was important for national security and 
sovereignty to ensure that no company 
outside of Europe can control companies 
that help form public opinion. 

Party spokeswoman Anita Czerwinska 
said party leaders respect the prerogative of 
the president, who is a party ally, but were 
“disappointed” in his decision. 

“European countries protect their media 
market against excess foreign capital, 
considering this area strategic for security 
and national security,” Czerwinska said, 
arguing that not protecting that market 
would lead to “submission to other states 
(and) their interests.” 

Yet many Poles saw the bill as an attempt 
to silence a broadcaster with an all-news 
station viewed by millions. 


Trucker 
could have 
sentence of 
110 years cut

GOLDEN, Colo. — A judge on Monday 
was set to consider a request from prosecu- 
tors to reduce the 110-year prison sentence 
of a truck driver for an explosive crash that 
killed four people in suburban Denver. 

The sentence given to Rogel Aguil- 
era-Mederos, 26, has drawn outrage from 
around the country and among truckers, 
with around 5 million people signing an 
online petition seeking clemency for him. 

In addition to the prosecution’s request to 
lower the sentence, Aguilera-Mederos has 
requested clemency from Colorado Gov. 
Jared Polis. 

Last week, District Attorney Alexis King 
said in astatement she would seek a term of 
20 to 30 years in the 2019 wreck on Inter- 
state 70 west of Denver — asentencing range 
that reflects an “appropriate outcome” for 
Aguilera-Mederos’ conduct. 

“As the jury found, Mr. Aguilera-Mederos 
knowingly made multiple active choices that 
resulted in the death of four people, serious 
injuries to others, and mass destruction,” 
King said. 

District Court Judge Bruce Jones imposed 
the 110-year sentence against Aguil- 
era-Mederos on Dec. 13 after finding it was 
the mandatory minimum term set forth 
under state law. 

One of Aguilera-Mederos’ attorneys, 
Leonard Martinez, said the district attor- 
ney’s new requested sentencing range is not 
consistent with similar cases in Colorado 
and the United States. 

“We plan to move forward and to keep all 
options open in achieving Justice for Rogel, 
including the possibility of clemency from 
Governor Polis,’ Martinez said. 

Colorado law allows for sentences for 
crimes deemed violent to be modified 
in cases with “unusual and extenuating 
circumstances.” 


Delta flight to 
China flies back 


BEIJING — Delta Air Lines said Monday 
that new pandemic-related cleaning require- 
ments at a Shanghai airport were behind the 
turning back ofa recent flight from Seattle in 
midair, a move that had prompted a protest 
from the Chinese Consulate in San Fran- 
CISCO. 

An emailed statement said the new 
mandates at Shanghai Pudong International 
Airport “require significantly extended 
ground time and are not operationally viable 
for Delta.” 

It wasn’t clear what the rules are and what 
prompted the change, but it comes as China 
tightens its already strict COVID-19 travel 
restrictions in the face of a growing outbreak 
in the city of Xi’an and ahead of the Winter 
Olympics in Beijing in six weeks. 


NYC mandate 
goes in effect 


NEW YORK — New York City’s sweeping 
mandate requiring nearly all private-sec- 
tor businesses to ban unvaccinated employ- 
ees from the workplace took effect Monday 
amid a spike in coronavirus infections. 

Workers at roughly 184,000 businesses 
were required to show proof they have 
received at least one dose of a COVID-19 
vaccine by Monday. Businesses that do not 
comply could face fines starting at $1,000, 
but Mayor Bill de Blasio said imposing 
penalties will be a last resort. 

Some business owners and workers 
are planning a legal challenge, said Louis 
Gelormino, a Staten Island attorney. 

And it’s not clear whether Mayor-elect 
Eric Adams, who takes office Jan. 1, will keep 
or change the mandate.

Gaza’s battery pileups leave 
health, environment at risk

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip 
— Virtually every household 
in the Gaza Strip relies on 
batteries to keep their home 
running — a result of years 
of chronic power outages. 

These batteries, fuel- 
ing everything from lights 
to internet routers to solar 
panels, have helped miti- 
gate one crisis. But they are 
causing another one as huge 
mounds of old and used 
batteries pile up in a terri- 
tory lacking the ability to 
safely dispose of them. 

“There is a real danger 
that these batteries are 
collected and stored 
randomly in the open air; 
not in warehouses,” said 
Mohammed Musleh, an 
official with Gaza’s Envi- 
ronment Authority. 

The most pressing threat, 
he said, is that “the batteries 
break and ooze liquid that 
includes sulfuric acid and 
leaks into the soil and then 
the water aquifer.” 

Gaza’s Environment 
Authority estimates that 
there are 25,000 tons of old 
batteries piled up at several 
locations across the tiny and 
overcrowded coastal terri- 


tory. There are no recy- 
cling facilities in Gaza anda 
blockade imposed by Israel 
and Egypt prevents ship- 
ping the batteries abroad 
for safe disposal. 

According to the U.S. 
Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, used batteries 
create a number of risks to 
public health and the envi- 
ronment. Different types of 
batteries contain dangerous 
types of metals, including 
mercury and lead. 

Such risks are especially 
acute in Gaza, where the 
health care system has been 
ravaged by years of conflict 
and lack of funds and where 
the environment is already 
in dire condition. Nearly all 
of Gaza’s water is undrink- 
able due to high saline levels 
caused by overextraction. 

Israel bombed Gaza’s 
sole power plant during a 
round of fighting in 2006 
and imposed the blockade 
with Egypt the following 
year after the Hamas mili- 
tant group seized power in 
the strip from rival Pales- 
tinian forces. The result: 
a daily blackout of at least 
eight hours, punctuated 
with longer outages that can 
last for days during winter 
storms or conflicts. 


This has turned batter- 
ies into an integral part of 
day-to-day life for the terri- 
tory’s 2 million residents. 

The Gaza City municipal- 
ity has a hazardous waste 
unit that is meant to safely 
dispose of old batteries. But 
Ahmed Abu Abdu, head of 
the unit, says few batter- 
ies reach him. Instead, a 
small private industry has 
sprouted up. 

Every day, collectors in 
cars or donkey-drawn carts 
roam around Gaza, call- 
ing over loudspeakers for 
people wishing to sell old 
batteries. Depending on 
their size, old batteries can 
fetch up to $2 apiece. 

Khaled Ayyad is one of 
dozens of merchants who 
buy the old batteries. For 
eight years, he has collected 
and stored them at a ware- 
house in northern Gaza. 

Ayyad has one goal in 
mind: to export the batter- 
ies and make a decent profit. 

But exporting batteries 
is still banned, and Ayyad 
is facing a new dilemma: 
He has about 500 tons of 
batteries accumulated in 
the warehouse. 

He can’t resell, export 
or dump them, and he has 
been paying storage fees. 
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Neb. project shows challenges 
of getting US mines opened

ELK CREEK, Neb. — Far 
beneath the rolling crop- 
land of southeast Nebraska 
sits a deposit of elements 
that can be used to make 
steel and aluminum stron- 
ger. Extracting them would 
seem to be just the kind of 
project that President Joe 
Biden has argued is needed 
to reduce the country’s 
dependence on foreign 
suppliers of critical miner- 
als. 

But a proposed mine 
to recover the minerals — 
niobium, scandium and tita- 
nium — is instead providing 
a case study in the difficulty 
of actually launching such 
projects in the U.S. 

The challenges start 
with the massive amount 
of money needed to build a 
mine but also include fickle 
customers, the nation’s 
tougher environmental 
regulations, volatile markets 
and intense international 
competition. As a result, 
despite years of efforts, the 
mine in Nebraska might 
never be built. 

“People can spend their 
careers — all of their life 
— working for a mining 
company and never 
produce an ounce of metal,” 
said analyst David Abra- 
ham, who wrote a book 
about mining rare earth 
elements. 

Money is the biggest 
hurdle to mining company 
NioCorp’s plans to build a 
mine about 80 miles south 
of Omaha. The company 
estimates it needs about $1 
billion and so far, it hasn’t 
secured enough major 
investors and the federal 
government hasn’t shown 
much willingness to share 
that cost. 

The U.S. is depen- 
dent on imports for the 
35 substances it currently 
designates as critical miner- 
als, including niobium, 
scandium and titanium. 
The U.S. relies entirely on 
imports for 14, and foreign

producers provide more 
than half the supply of 
another 14 substances, led 
by China. 

Recently, tight supplies 
caused prices to soar for 
the critical elements used 
in lightweight magnets for 
electric vehicles and other 
high-tech products. In 2011, 
new export restrictions 
by China caused abrupt 
shortages of 17 rare earth 
elements. 

Niobium is mixed with 
steel to make the alloy 
stronger, lighter and more 
heat and corrosion resis- 
tant. Most of the U.S. supply 
comes from Brazil. The U.S. 
has never had a significant 
shortage, but the govern- 
ment is concerned enough 
that it keeps a supply in its 
national defense stockpile. 

Scandium can make 
aluminum stronger and 
would be used more widely 
if greater supplies were 
available. Most comes 
from China, with smaller 
amounts produced in the 
Philippines, Russia, Canada 
and Kazakhstan 

The titanium that 
NioCorp hopes to produce 
would primarily be used in 
paint production. Unlike 


niobium and scandium, 
there are a few U.S. mines, 
but more than half the tita- 
nium is imported from 
China and other countries. 

Company officials say 
tests have found some 
of the most sought-after 
elements at the Nebraska 
site, but it’s not clear yet 
whether there’s enough 
to be commercially viable. 
Even if NioCorp comes up 
with the money for its mine, 
its profitability could hinge 
on whether its minerals will 
be cheaper than foreign 
competitors’ supplies. 

NioCorp has been 
actively exploring the 
site for seven years. The 
company raised $6.2 million 
earlier this year to buy the 
land, and since 2015 has 
raised roughly $60 million. 

Nearly half of NioCorp’s 
6,400 shareholders live 
in Nebraska not far from 
the project. The proposal 
has received the key state 
and federal environmental 
permits it would need. 

But the Nebraska project 
is one of dozens of critical 
minerals projects world- 
wide at various stages of 
development, competing 
for investors.

Good news in 2022 will be economy

This is probably a minority 
position, but I feel very confident 
in saying that 2022 will be avery 
good year for the economy. We 
are looking at a situation where 
we have low unemployment, 
falling inflation and rising real 
wages. It is likely to be the best 
economy we have seen in many 
decades. 

In recent weeks, inflation has 
been front and center in people’s 
minds as the media have given 
us endless stories about higher 
prices for gasoline, milk and 
other items. Many have been 
convinced that inflation will only 
get higher, outstripping wages 
and leaving most workers worse 
off. This is not going to be the 
case. 

We now see inflation driven by 
supply chain problems associated 
with reopening. This is demon- 
strated by the fact that we see big 
jumps in inflation almost every- 
where.

Endemic should be cause for celebrat

Most leading immunologists 
predict COVID-19 will someday 
become an endemic, a persistent 
but manageable threat on par 
with seasonal flu, conceivably by 
the end of 2022. 

That would constitute quite the 
turnaround from today. The coro- 
navirus remains a leading cause 
of death in the United States 
with reported cases and fatali- 
ties nearly the same this holiday 
season as last. All things consid- 
ered, the possibility of COVID-19 
becoming endemic (just another 
American annoyance) should be 
cause for great celebration. 

So, why doesn’t the pend- 
ing transition from pandemic to 
endemic feel like great news? 

Part of the answer involves the 
news media, itself: “That SARS- 
CoV-2 could be with us forever 
is adark thought,” read The New 
York Times on the same day that 
Health magazine asked, “When 
will it be over?” and answered, 
“Unfortunately ... never.” 

Why so glum? You see, early 
in the pandemic, headlines 
mirrored what experts thought to 
be true: that the pandemic would 
end soon through herd immunity. 
All we needed was 70% of the U.S. 
population to become vaccinated 
or recover from COVID-19. And 
as recently as summer 2021, that 
destination seemed reachable. 
We thought we had COVID-19 
on the ropes, ready to deal a clean 
knockout blow. Thus, our nation’s 
collective hope, glimmering one 
moment and gone the next, helps 
explain why the news of ende- 
micity now feels so somber. 

Humans have a natural 
tendency to experience losses, 
even perceived ones, with far 
more intensity than they expe- 
rience gains. In that context, 
it’s understandable that the 


Germany, Spain and many other 
countries have all seen arise in 
prices similar to what we see in 
the United States. 

The reason this matters is 
because we will get through these 
supply chain problems. When 
we do, inflation will slow, and in 
many cases, be reversed. 

We are already seeing this 
story in some cases. The price 
of gasoline has risen by almost 
50% over the last year. This was 
the result of a surge in oil prices 
following a pandemic plunge. Oil 
producers who had shut down 
in the pandemic were surprised 
by the economy’s rapid growth. 
They are now catching up, and 
the world price of oil has fallen 
by 20% from its November peaks. 
Gas prices will soon follow oil 
prices down. 

There is a similar story with 
cars. New- and used-car prices 
have soared in the last year 
primarily because a world- 
wide shortage of semiconduc- 
tors forced auto manufacturers 





to cut back production. Several 
manufacturers are back up to 
capacity now, and the others are 
likely to be soon. This means the 
price hikes of 2021 will be largely 
reversed in 2022. 

With inflation coming down 
rapidly, workers’ pay will go 
further. And, many workers 
should be in a position in 2022 
to secure pay increases well in 
excess of inflation. The 4.2% 
unemployment rate reported 
for November is already low by 
historical standards, but it will get 
still lower in 2022. We are likely 
to see an unemployment rate 
close to 3.5% by the middle of the 
year, putting us at a 50-year low. 

Low unemployment primarily 
benefits the most disadvantaged 
workers. Black and Hispanic 
workers, workers with less 
education, and people with crim- 
inal records get opportunities 
in a tight labor market that they 
would not typically see. 

We are also likely to see mort- 
gage interest rates remain low. 


This is good news for both home- 
buyers and for people who have 
not yet refinanced a mortgage. 

Low mortgage interest rates 
should also help fuel the sort of 
relocation process that started 
during the pandemic with 
increased opportunities for 
people to work from home. With 
many employers now making 
work-from-home options perma- 
nent, people are moving from 
high-priced cities like New York 
and San Francisco to lower- 
priced towns and cities. This 
process will continue and pick up 
speed in 2022. 

A huge wild card in any fore- 
cast for the economy for 2022 is 
the path of the pandemic. This 
is obviously uncertain, but there 
are some grounds for optimism, 
even as we see cases and deaths 
skyrocket in this holiday season. 
Vaccination rates continue to rise, 
and the evidence shows that fully 
vaccinated people are largely 


protected from serious illness or 
death.

“endemic” label smacks of failure 
rather than victory. 

After all, Americans aren’t 
comparing their feelings about a 
future of endemic COVID-19 to 
their wildest fears back in March 
2020. Instead, the reference point 
— that thing which lent hope 
before it was snatched away — is 
more recent. For some, it might 
have been a Wall Street Journal 
headline from February 2021: 
“We'll Have Herd Immunity by 
April.” Or the joys of May when 
even the most prudent among us 
were going maskless and gear- 
ing up for “Hot Vax Summer.” Or 
perhaps some believed Presi- 
dent Biden in June when he said, 
“We're closer than ever to declar- 
ing our independence froma 
deadly virus.” 

As the saying goes, unrealistic 
expectations are premeditated 


resentments. Now here we are, 
eyeing the possibility of endemic 
COVID with dismay and disap- 
pointment rather than with 
unbridled optimism that, some- 
day, we’ll have wrestled this fear- 
some foe to a draw. 

What our nation’s collec- 
tive mental state needs now is 
a healthy dose of perspective. 
For that, here is a trio of useful 
reminders: 
@ We'd never reach endemicity 
without an effective vaccine. It’s 
difficult now to appreciate how 
ominous the COVID-19 fore- 
cast looked for most of 2020. In 
June that year, the U.S. govern- 
ment placed an $18 billion bet 
ona public health moonshot 
called Operation Warp Speed 
with hopes that scientists would 
develop and deliver 300 million 
safe and effective vaccine doses 


by the new year. Success was far 
from a foregone conclusion. Prior 
to the COVID-19 vaccines, the 
fastest one had ever been devel- 
oped was four years (mumps). 
Nearly all took five years or much 
longer. Without incredible luck 
and even more incredible science, 
we would still be years away from 
a safe and effective vaccine. 

@ Regardless of the variant, the 
death count will drop with ende- 
micity. In our present reality, the 
delta variant is causing more than 
1,000 daily COVID-19 deaths 
(based on a seven-day moving 
average). That will not be so 
when our nation reaches ende- 
micity. According to the White 
House chief medical adviser, Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, Americans living 
in an endemic world “will still 

get infected” and “might still get 
hospitalized,” but the rates of new 


The other factor that could 
potentially be very good news is 
the spread of the omicron vari- 
ant. We know that omicron is far 
more transmissible than delta or 
other COVID-19 variants. But the 
evidence to date indicates that it 
is considerably less severe. Even 
though cases have skyrocketed 
in South Africa, the first country 
where omicron was identified, 
there has been no correspond- 
ing increase in hospitalizations 
and deaths. It’s still early, and 
more data may give us a different 
picture. However, from what we 
see to date, if omicron becomes 
the dominant variant, we may 
have much less to fear from the 
pandemic. 

That’s my story for 2022. It’s 
mostly good, but some very big 
uncertainties are coming from 
the pandemic.

@ Endemic COVID-19 will be no 
worse than seasonal flu. Through 
a combination of increased vacci- 
nations, booster shots and new 
antiviral treatments, the like- 
lihood of dying from endemic 
COVID-19 will be 90% to 95% 
lower than in early 2020. That 
reflects a mortality rate some- 
where between 0.05% and 0.1%, 
similar to what Americans expe- 
rience with the flu. Ask your- 

self: If we hoped that COVID-19 
would be no more dangerous 
than the flu at the start of the 
pandemic, shouldn’t we celebrate 
that outcome when it actually 
happens? 

Of course, COVID-19 won’t be 
exactly like the flu when endemic. 
For instance, COVID-19 cases 
won’t completely disappear each 
summer and return the following 
winter like the flu. Instead, the 
variation will be more geographic 
and locally manageable. But, rela- 
tive to risk, the two diseases will 
be equivalent, which is cause for 
celebration. 

It is easy to understand the 
difficulty Americans have 
embracing endemic COVID-19. 
Regardless of the opponent, we 
find it hard to accept a draw when 
victory once seemed imminent. 
But make no mistake, endemicity 
will be a triumph for our nation. 
Whether it takes a year or more, 
don’t mourn the occasion when it 
comes. Celebrate the accomplish- 
ment.

Soda shops hit a fever pitch during pandemic 


In the Mountain 
West, stores a hit 
with LDS members

Samantha Durfey was 
a high school sophomore 
in St. George, Utah, when 
the first Swig soda shop 
opened there. Today, at 28, 
Durfey visits the shop at 
least three times a week. 
She usually orders a Save 
Me Jade — Diet Dr Pepper 
with sugar-free vanilla and 
coconut flavor syrups — 
but every now and then 
she’ll change her order if 
she wants a break from 
caffeine. 

“They have really good 
carbonated-water drinks, 
and because carbonated 
water itself is disgust- 
ing they mix it with fresh 
fruits and sugar-free syrups 
and stuff,” she said, “and 
it makes it taste really 
yummy.” 

Since the first Swig 
opened in 2010, dozens 
of soda shop chains and 
independent soda shacks 
have opened from Idaho to 
Utah to Arizona, an area of 
the Mountain West some- 
times called the Mormon 
Corridor. A significant 
portion of the region’s 
population belongs to the 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, and the 
church’s prohibition on tea 
and coffee has spurred a 
niche beverage market that 
has intensified in the last 
decade, hitting a fever pitch 
during the pandemic. 

New soda shops are also 
increasingly opening in 
other parts of the country, 
including South Carolina, 
Florida, Texas and Okla- 
homa. 

“Some people say, ‘Oh, 
well, it’s just a Utah trend, 
and we kind of proved that 
wrong when we went to 
Oklahoma, and proved 
people like their soda 
everywhere,” said Nicole 
Tanner, who founded Swig 
with her husband, Todd. 
“Tt may sound so weird 
to some people who have 
never been, but it’s happi- 
ness in a cup. I’ve always 
known from the start that 
this is something that can 
and should go everywhere.” 

The idea for Swig came 
out of Nicole Tanner’s 
family outings to Sonic, 
where “they had the good 
pebble ice, and the good 
foam cup,” she said. 

Several of the major 
soda shop chains in Utah 
— Swig, Sodalicious, Fiiz 
and others — are project- 
ing aggressive growth in

the next few years. Kevin 
Auernig, an owner of Soda- 
licious, said the 25-shop 
company will double its 
locations in the next three 
years. Fiiz started fran- 
chising five months after 
opening in 2014 and now 
has nearly 40 stores in 
Utah, Texas, Colorado, 
Idaho and Nevada, “witha 
bunch more in the hopper,” 
said the chain’s owner, 
Jason Anderson. There are 
26 Twisted Sugar shops 
around the country, but by 
this time next year there 
could be nearly 100 fran- 
chises, said Tonia Jardine, 
an owner of the chain. 

Swig, which employs 
about 700 people, plans to 
open 10 to 15 shops a year, 
and in two or three years, 
Tanner said she hopes 
there will be 200 or more 
shops across the United 
States. 

The soda shop chains 
pay special attention to 
the history of Starbucks 
— which decades ago 
expanded at a breakneck 
pace, from fewer than 20 


stores in 1987 to more than 
100 in 1992. Worldwide, 
there are more than 30,000 
Starbucks stores today. 
Many soda shop owners 
believe their industry could 
be at least that successful. 

“There is a great 
soda-drinking culture in 
the Mountain West region,” 
Auernig said, adding, 
“What Starbucks originally 
did for coffee was kind of 
our idea with soda.” 

U.S. soda consumption 
has been steadily declining 
over the last two decades, 
but Americans still drink 
an annual average of 37 
gallons of soda per person, 
according to 2019 data 
from the Beverage Market- 
ing Corp. 

Soda shop offerings 
vary from store to store, 
but they always include 
brand-name soda or energy 
drink bases with add-ins 
like flavored syrups, fruit 
purées and dairy products 
like creamer and half- 
and-half. At Fiiz — which 
opened in 2014 north of 
Salt Lake City in Bountiful, 


Utah — a menu of nearly 
600 drinks, using 67 syrups, 
gives customers vast drink 
options. 

After Mitt Romney was 
photographed drinking a 
Diet Coke while running 
for president in 2012, the 
church posted a statement 
on its website clarifying its 
stance on caffeine, saying 
it “does not prohibit the 
use of caffeine.” The Word 
of Wisdom, the church’s 
health code, specifically 
bans hot caffeinated drinks, 
like coffee and tea. 

Brant Ellsworth, an asso- 
ciate professor at Central 
Penn College in Summer- 
dale, Pennsylvania, special- 
izes in the history of the 
church. He said its clarifi- 
cation about caffeine did 
not likely spur the popular- 
ity of soda shops in Utah. 
Ellsworth, who grew up 
in the church and went to 
Brigham Young University, 
said his mother “religiously 
drank Coke” and his father 
“religiously drank Diet 
Coke.” 

“T know that Mormons 


need to get their caffeine 
fix, and with coffee and 
tea being off the table, Dr 
Pepper can be the go-to 
staple,” he said. 

Ellsworth, who wrote a 
chapter in the 2020 book 
“This is the Plate: Utah 
Food Traditions,” said soda 
shops “really are tongue- 
in-cheek with the way they 
engage with LDS culture, 
its history and some of 
its practices” — pointing 
to drink names like the 
Missionary at Swig. 

Durfey said the church’s 
clarification on caffeine 
has given many mothers, 
in particular, the freedom 
to indulge. Women make 
up a large majority of soda 
shop customers, especially 
mothers who grab a drink 
between dropping off and 
picking up children from 
school. 

“Moms can’t function 
without caffeinated bever- 
ages,” said Durfey, a mother 
of two. 

“We're exhausted,” 
she said. “I don’t know a 
single mom who cannot 


go through the day with- 
out some form of caffeine. 
I think that has definitely 
aided in the popularity of 
soda shops, because LDS 
women can’t have coffee, 
they can’t drink alcohol. 
So their vice of getting that 
relaxation, that energy, and 
that whole kind of ritual, 

I guess you could say — I 
feel like soda is their only 
option.” 

The shops have also 
become popular with high 
school and college students 
for dates and hangouts, 
acting as a bar or coffee 
shop substitute for people 
who do not drink coffee or 
alcohol. 

While the pandemic 
halted or shuttered many 
restaurants and bars, soda 
shops were able to stay 
open and thrive during 
the first few months of the 
pandemic, largely because 
of their drive-through 
lanes. 

“It became a nice little 
escape from being stuck at 
home all the time,” Durfey 
said. 


A year-end money checklist for people 50 and older

Age brings unique 
opportunities and obli- 
gations, including some 
important year-end tasks 
that can help you make the 
most of your money. For 
people 50 and older, here 
are some to consider: 


Play catch-up, if you can 

If youre still employed, 
use a retirement calculator 
to see if you should boost 
your savings rate. 

Catch-up contributions 
could allow you to save 
more in tax-advantaged 
accounts. Someone who is 
50 or older can contribute 
up to $26,000 to a work- 
place 401(k) in 2021, and 
up to $7,000 to an IRA, 
says Mark Luscombe, 
principal analyst for 
Wolters Kluwer Tax & 
Accounting. 

You have until Dec. 31 
to contribute to work- 
place plans for 2021 and 
until April 15 to make your 
2021 IRA contributions. 
The ability to contribute 
to a Roth in 2021 phases 
out beginning at modi- 
fied adjusted gross income 


of $125,000 for singles 
and $198,000 for married 
couples filing jointly. 
Slightly different rules 
apply for health savings 
accounts, which are paired 
with qualifying high- 
deductible health insur- 


ance plans, Luscombe says. 


Contribution limits for 
2021 are $3,600 for people 
with individual coverage 


and $7,200 for people with 
family coverage. People 
55 and older can make an 
additional catch-up contri- 
bution of $1,000. As with 
IRAs, you have until the 
tax filing deadline, April 15, 
to contribute for the year. 
To contribute to an 
HSA, the account owner 
must have a qualifying 
health insurance plan with 
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an annual deductible of at 
least $1,400 for individual 
coverage and $2,800 for 
family coverage. People on 
Medicare cannot contrib- 
ute to an HSA, but they can 
withdraw money tax-free 
from an HSA to pay medi- 
cal expenses, including 
Medicare premiums, 
deductibles and copay- 
ments, Luscombe says. 


Plan for required minimum 
distributions 

Money can’t stay in 
retirement accounts indef- 
initely, says certified public 
accountant Mary Kay Foss, 
a member of the American 
Institute of CPAs’ individ- 
ual and self-employed tax 
committee. Withdrawals 
must begin at some point, 
typically age 72. If you miss 
a deadline or withdraw too 
little, you could face a tax 
penalty equal to 50% of the 
amount you should have 
withdrawn but didn’t. Your 
retirement fund or broker- 
age can help you calculate 
the appropriate amount, or 
you can use the tables in IRS 
Publication 590-B. 

The IRS specifies the 
minimum you need to take 
each year based on your 
Dec. 31 account balance for 
the prior year. Your required 
minimum distribution for 
2021, for example, will be 
based on your Dec. 31, 2020, 
balance. 

You must typically take 
your distributions by the 
end of the year, although 
you can delay your first 
RMD until April 1 of the 
year after you turn 72. If you 
delay, you’ll have to take 


your second RMD by the 
end of that year, Foss says. 

You can put off RMDs 
from a workplace plan such 
as a 401(k) ifyou’re still 
working for the company 
that sponsors the plan and 
you don’t own 5% or more of 
the company. 

Also, there areno RMDs 
for Roth IRAs during the 
account owner’s lifetime. 

A spouse who inherits a 
Roth IRA can treat it as their 
own, also avoiding required 
distributions, but other heirs 
must begin to empty the 
account after it’s inherited. 


Make charitable 
contributions 

You can also avoid 
required minimum distri- 
butions through qualified 
charitable distributions 
from your IRA, which can 
start once you're 70 2, Foss 
says. The money must be 
transferred directly from 
the IRA to a qualified char- 
ity. These contributions 
can be excluded from your 
income but count toward 
your yearly required mini- 
mum distribution ifthe 
funds leave your account by 
your RMD deadline, which 
is typically Dec. 31.

their COVID-19 policy regarding games 
last Thursday. According to new Big East 
COVID-19 policy, the teams need at least 
“seven scholarship players and one count- 
able coach” for the games to not be canceled. 
Games will be rescheduled for later in the 
season, according to Big East release, unless 
schedules do not allow, in which case the 
games will be ruled no contest. 

Unlike last year, the UConn men’s basket- 
ball team headed home for the holiday 
break. The school isn’t requiring vaccinated 
students to test negative for COVID-19, 
which includes the men’s basketball team. 
Players will only be tested if they “exhibit 
symptoms or are in close contact with a 
positive individual.” According to UConn 
men’s basketball coach Dan Hurley, the team

is 100% vaccinated and most of the players 
have had booster shots.

‘MASK POLICE’

Connecticut high school basketball players are required to mask up 
at all times. Enforcing the rule during competition is another story.

It’s become a familiar sight at high school 
basketball games. Athletes are wearing 
their masks below their noses or on their 
chins as they play. 

High school athletes in Connecticut are 
required to wear masks at all times: at prac- 
tice, on the bench and during competition. 
The only exceptions are what the Connecti- 
cut Interscholastic Athletic Conference 
states are for safety purposes. Wrestlers, 
swimmers, gymnasts and throwers and 
jumpers in indoor track and field do not 
have to wear masks when they are compet- 
ing but must wear them before and after 
competition. 

The mask rule was set to expire Dec. 23 
for vaccinated athletes, but the Connecticut

UConn, which hasn’t played since losing 
to Louisville in the Hall of Fame Women’s 
Showcase the day before the last poll came 
out, remained No. 11.

The 
second half was a blowout, 
thanks in part to mistakes 
by the offense and special 
teams, and failures by the 
tired defense. 

It’s hard to say whether 
Judge deserves a third year. 
Like most coaches, he works 
very hard. He has added 
good people on the roster 
and eliminated issues within 
the locker room. He just 
hasn’t won enough. Injuries 
in 2021, especially on the 
offensive line, didn’t help. 

The Giants can’t keep 
turning over head coaches, 
though. They now have had 
five straight losing seasons. 


Ben McAdoo got them to 
the playoffs in 2016 and 
was fired the next year. Pat 
Shurmur lasted two seasons. 
Judge is finishing up his 
second. 

Hired in late 2017, general 
manager Dave Gettleman is 
likely going to take a fall after 
this season. Judge is a ques- 
tion mark — and he is not 
talking about it. 

“T think you come back 
every week and you go to 
work, and that doesn’t mean 
it’s not frustrations within it, 
whether you’re winning or 
losing,” Judge said. 

He said working with the 
players to find ways to have 
success is having an impact. 
It involves showing players 
their mistakes and teaching 
them how to correct them. 
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Giants quarterback Jake Fromm struggled in his first NFL start 
Sunday against the Eagles, going 6 of 17 for 25 yards with one

Pats must get edge back 
to solidify playoff position

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. — A week after 
apologizing for his surly demeanor in the 
aftermath of the Patriots’ loss to the Indi- 
anapolis Colts, coach Bill Belichick was 
more composed Sunday as he answered 
questions about what went wrong in New 
England’s 33-21 loss to Buffalo. 

Then he got an inquiry he probably wasn’t 
expecting. 

“Football aside, I’m doing a story about 
New Year’s resolutions. I was wondering if 
you had any you wanted to share with your 
fans and our readers?” a reporter asked. 

“Yeah, no, not right now. Maybe next 
week,’ Belichick deadpanned. 

It’s a safe assumption the only thing he 
wants to change at this point is the direc- 
tion his team’s season has taken over the last 
two weeks. 

A seven-game winning streak made the 
Patriots look like a team capable of making a 
deep playoffrun, but they have taken signif- 
icant steps backward in back-to-back losses 
to the Colts and Bills. 

At 9-6, New England is still in good posi- 
tion to get back in the playoffs for the first 
time since quarterback Tom Brady’s depar- 
ture, but it has much to correct over the final 
weeks of the season. 

It starts on offense, where the Patriots 
have averaged just 19 points and turned the 
ball over four times over the past two games. 

Most troubling is they’ve lost the edge that 
contributed to an early season turnaround 


following a 2-4 start. But that’s something 
they can get back, receiver Jakobi Meyers 
said. 

“We all know what we’ve got to do. We all 
know what we’ve got to bring to the table 
at the end of the day,” he said. “It’s on each 
man to contribute to this family, come in, put 
your best foot forward, and that’s what we’ve 
got to do. Everybody is doing their best job. 
I believe in our locker room. I believe we’ve 
got alot of talented players. As long as every- 
body comes in and is their best self, I think 
we'll be all right.” 

The Patriots have little margin for error 
over their final two games against the 
Jaguars and Dolphins if they want make it 
back to playoffs in a tight AFC postseason 
race. Though the Patriots and Bills now 
both sit at 9-6, Buffalo holds the tiebreaker 
because of a better win-loss record within 
the division. If the Bills win out, they’ll win 
the division title. 

“Tt’s basically all playoff games from here 
on out,’ Patriots safety Devin McCourty said. 
“Tf we don’t finish the way we need to finish, 
we'll be at home.” 

There were also uncharacteristic mental 
mistakes against the Bills, such as right 
tackle Trent Brown getting called for an 
unsportsmanlike conduct penalty late in the 
second quarter with his team in a 17-7 hole 
and trying to close the gap before halftime. 
Center David Andrews also was called for 
a fourth-quarter taunting penalty that was 
offset by a flag on the Bills. 

“It’s our own fault. There is no one to 
blame except for us,” Andrews said.

Quarantining Saleh 
hopes to rejoin team 
in the next few days

NEW YORK — Robert 
Saleh couldn’t be on the 
sideline or at the stadium 
because of COVID-19 
when his New York Jets 
took the field Sunday, so he 
audibled with a fun game 
plan. 

The still-quarantining 
coach would watch his 
squad play Jacksonville 
from the hotel room in 
New Jersey that has been 
his home for nearly a week. 
And he’d get a buddy to 
join him on FaceTime so 
they could view together. 

So, Green Bay Packers 
coach Matt LaFleur — 
whose Packers beat the 
Browns on Christmas — 
spent a few hours keeping 
Saleh company. But there 
was one problem. 

“He was like 5 seconds 
ahead of me,” Saleh said 
of LaFleur’s TV feed. “I’m 
yelling at him to stop tell- 
ing me what’s happening.” 

When big offensive line- 
man Conor McDermott 
stretched out to snare a 
l-yard touchdown pass 
from Zach Wilson, in the 
fourth quarter, LaFleur 
let out a loud, “Ohhh!” So 
Saleh knew something 
wild was going on. 

“When he caught it, I 
was just laughing and like, 
‘Oh, my God, I can’t believe 
that happened,” a smiling 
Saleh said. “It was a really 
cool moment.” 

That unlikely catch by 
McDermott — the first 
TD by a Jets O-lineman 
since Jumbo Elliott’s grab 
in the “Monday Night 
Miracle” against Miami 
in 2000 — was just one of 
a few highlights in a 26-21 
victory that featured some 
headline-worthy story 
lines. 
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The first was Saleh being 
sidelined and replaced 
by tight ends coach Ron 
Middleton, who received 
a game ball from owner 
Woody Johnson after the 
win. 

“It was frustrating,” 
Saleh said of not being able 
to coach. “The guys played 
their absolute butts off.” 

Saleh said he’s feel- 
ing “great” and hopes to 
return to the team in the 
next day or two. He said 
the Jets should also get 
several players back after 
having their COVID-19 
list swelled last week to as 
many as 20 before kickoff. 

Wilson’s' passing 
numbers were hardly 
gaudy — 14 of 22 for 
102 yards and the TD to 
McDermott — but it was 
the third straight game in 
which the No. 2 overall 
pick didn’t throw an inter- 
ception. He also looked 
extremely comfortable 
running Mike LaFleur’s 
offense, saying he was 
playing “free” on Sunday. 

Saleh raved about 
Wilson’s 12-yard toss to 
Braxton Berrios on third- 
and-9 late in the game that 
helped set up a field goal. 

“T’ll argue with (Mike) 
LaFleur that that was 
probably the best throw 
he’s made all season,” 
Saleh said. “I mean, it was 
awesome. It was a clutch 
throw, clutch catch.” 

Wilson also set a Jets 
record for a quarterback 
with 91 yards rushing, 
highlighted by a 52-yard 
touchdown — the longest 
run by a QB in franchise 
history. 

Injury report: C Connor 
McGovern (knee) and 
TE Trevon Wesco (knee) 
were both placed on 
season-ending injured 
reserve.

to athletic directors on Dec. 21], if 
the kids are violating the policy, 
just stopping the game and making 
the kids pull them up. If they fall 
down again, stop the game again; 
they can pull them up again.” 

On Dec. 16, the day after the start 
of boys basketball competition, 
CIAC executive director Glenn 
Lungarini sent a letter to athletic 
directors, pointing out the lack of 
enforcement of the mask policy. 

“While many of you continue to 
emphasize the importance of strict 
adherence, we are concerned that 
the loose adherence of some to 
current mask requirements and, 
in some instances, the conspicu- 
ous failure to comply with current 
COVID-19 rules and regulations 
that were witnessed during the 
opening night of boys’ basketball, 
the winter sports season is not on 
course for a similar level of success 
[as the fall season],” Lungarini 
wrote in the email. 


Jason Siegal, the athletic direc- 
tor for Conard and Hall high 
schools in West Hartford, echoed 
Schondelmayer’s concerns about 
enforcing the mask policy. 

“It’s a challenge,’ he said. “It 
really is. We do the best we can. We 
remind kids constantly, constantly. 
It’s also a challenge with a handful 
of spectators, game in and game 
out. 

“Take basketball, the way the 
game is played, you bump into one 
another and kids are so focused on 
playing defense, it falls down and 
it’s hard to remember to pull it back 
up. During breaks, our coaches are 
doing their best to remind them, 
‘Keep it up, ” 

In Cheshire, athletic director 
Steve Trifone said being the “mask 
police” has become “almost a full- 
time job” at some athletic events. 

“T really want take my hat off to 
my coaches who are really pushing 
our kids to keep it on,” he said last 
week. “We address it when visit- 
ing teams come. We say, ‘Hey, we’re 
really going to enforce our mask 
rule’ Our trainer enforces our 


mask rule. It’s just another added 
burden into the contest. We’re 
trying to keep everybody safe, but 
it’s another thing we have to do. We 
have no problem yelling during the 
game, ‘Hey, pull that mask up,’ 

“Our parents have been pretty 
good about it. We have some 
parents who are defiant, and we 
have to deal with that, but for the 
most part our parents have been 
pretty good.” 

E.O. Smith athletic director Dan 
Uriano said last week that part 
of the problem stemmed from 
the fact that some athletes, such 
as wrestlers, didn’t have to wear 
masks during competition, while 
basketball players did. 

“From a facility management 
perspective, it would have been 
much easier to be consistent and 
fair if there was a vaccination 
requirement for all athletes,” he 
said. “Because the inconsistencies 
are exacerbating problems that 
existed already.”

COVID creeping 
into playoff race 


Depleted rosters emerge as 
difficult issue late in season

Josh Johnson joined the Ravens 10 days 
ago, and the well-traveled quarterback 
started his first game in 1,092 days with first 
place in the AFC North on the line Sunday 
against the Bengals in Cincinnati. 

The Chargers didn’t have outside line- 
backer Joey Bosa, running back Austin 
Ekeler, receiver Mike Williams and center 
Corey Linsley when they faced the Texans. 
The Vikings were missing running back 
Dalvin Cook for their matchup against the 
Rams. 

Blame COVID-19. 

Several other teams also were missing 
key players on the reserve/COVID-19 list. 

As the NFL's regular season winds down, 
expect more teams to play important games 
without some of their starters because play- 
ers continue to test positive despite the 
league’s revised protocols requiring less 
testing. 

The Ravens, already missing 2019 NFL 
MVP Lamar Jackson and 10 other play- 
ers due to injuries, lost backup quarter- 
back Tyler Huntley and four others to the 
COVID-19 list, forcing Johnson to start 
against the Bengals. 

The Ravens had no chance, even though 
Johnson was 28 of 40 for 304 yards with 
two touchdowns and one interception. 
They lost 41-21 and dropped to 8-7, decreas- 
ing their playoff odds. 

“It’s just challenging circumstances 
all the way around,” Ravens coach John 
Harbaugh said. “I thought our guys fought 
hard and did the best they could under the 
circumstances. 

“That’s what you ask for. ... You want to 
be full strength. You always strive to be full 
strength with what you have, but that isn’t 
how the world works. That’s not the world 
we live in all the time. 

“So, I’m sure that they’re full strength, 
and that’s good for them. But we’re not, and 
that’s just temporary. So, we'll keep fighting 
and see what we can do next week.” 

The Chargers had more than a dozen

players sidelined due to COVID-19, while 
the lowly Texans were missing 16 play- 
ers, including top receiver Brandin Cooks, 
center Justin Britt, defensive end Jonathan 
Greenard and kicker Ka’imi Fairbairn. 

Somehow, the Texans rolled to a 
41-29 win, damaging the Chargers’ playoff 
hopes. 

The inconsistent Chargers (8-7) are tied 
with the Ravens and Raiders (8-7), currently 
in a fight for the final AFC wild-card berth. 

Without Cook, the Vikings struggled 
inside the red zone in a 30-23 loss to the 
Rams. 

The loss dropped the Vikings (7-8) out of 
a playoff spot, and they will need help, plus 
wins, to get in. 

Other teams overcame their COVID-19 
losses to earn victories Sunday. 

The Chiefs had no trouble routing the 
Steelers 35-10 despite playing without 
Travis Kelce, kicker Harrison Butker and 
punter Tommy Townsend. 

With the victory, the Chiefs clinched 
their sixth straight AFC West title. 

The Bills beat the Patriots on the road to 
move into first place in the AFC East with- 
out receivers Cole Beasley and Gabriel 
Davis, starting right guard Jon Feliciano 
and two assistant coaches. 

The Jets had 20 players on the COVID-19 
list and played without coach Robert Saleh, 
but they defeated the Jaguars in a game for 
draft positioning. 

Eagles coach Nick Sirianni tested posi- 
tive Wednesday morning, hours after a win 
over Washington on Tuesday night. But he 
cleared protocols Saturday and was on the 
sideline for his team’s 34-10 win over the 
Giants that vaulted the Eagles (8-7) into the 
No. 7 seed in the NFC. 

As COVID-19 cases rise due to the 
omicron variant, the virus will be a major 
factor the final two weeks and into the post- 
season. The league updated protocols to 
allow players and coaches to return more 
quickly, but plenty of guys are still missing 
games. 

Teams may want to consider taking extra 
precautions beyond the league’s mandates 
to put themselves in the best position to 
have the most players available because 
COVID-19 is an opponent that isn’t going 
away. 


NBA shortens quarantine period

NBA players who test positive for 
COVID-19 now have a quicker path to 
return to play, after the league completed 
a significant update to its health and safety 
protocols on Monday. 

The biggest change: Isolation periods 
for players who test positive may now be 
significantly shortened — down to six days 
from what has been the customary 10 — 
provided those players are asymptomatic 
and meet other testing standards. Teams 
were told of the new protocols Monday in 
a memo sent by the league. 

That memo was sent on the same day the 
Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion cut isolation restrictions for Amer- 
icans who catch the coronavirus from 10 
to five days. CDC officials made that move 
saying that evidence shows people with the 
coronavirus are most infectious in the two 
days before and three days after symptoms 
develop. 

The NBA also relied on data, telling teams 
the updated protocols “reflects analysis of 
testing data that the league and its infec- 
tious disease experts and epidemiologists 
have gathered throughout the pandemic.” 
The changes were made in agreement with 
the National Basketball Players Association. 

The NBA has seen coronavirus numbers 
soar in recent days, even with 97% of play- 
ers vaccinated and at least 65% of eligible 
players boosted against the virus. 

The count of players in the NBA’s proto- 
cols remained around 120 on Monday 
afternoon, with no fewer than 63 players 
ruled out from among the seven games on 
the day’s schedule because of virus-related 
issues. 

Among the new notable additions to the 


list: Celtics forward Jayson Tatum and Suns 
center Deandre Ayton. 

There was some good news for the Nets 
on Monday. Coach Steve Nash said there’s 
a “good chance” Kevin Durant could rejoin 
the team when they return to New York 
later in the week. Durant went into proto- 
cols Dec. 18. 

Also, Hawks point guard Trae Young 
cleared protocols and returned for the 
team’s game against the Bulls. 


Colleges: Defending national champ Baylor 
(11-0) topped the AP men’s basketball poll 
for the third straight week, receiving all 
61 first-place votes, while South Carolina 
and Stanford remained 1-2 in the women’s 
rankings. The Gamecocks (12-0) received 
all 30 first-place votes less than a week after 
edging the defending national champion 
Cardinal (8-3) 65-61. 


NFL: 49ers QB Jimmy Garoppolo sat out 
practice after fracturing and tearing a liga- 
ment in his right thumb during Thursday 
night’s loss to the Titans, ESPN reported.

The ever-lurking COVID-19 
virus has thrown the NHL’s season 
off-kilter.

We might have 
to late in the week because then you'll 
be practicing three or four days in a 
row and you're like, ‘C’mon, when’s 
the next game?’” 

There may come a time soon 
when they'll be longing for a day off 
here and there. Having played only 
26 games, they have until the end of 
April to jam in 56 more unless the 
league extends the season. In the 
month of January, the B’s will have 
just one two-day break. Otherwise, 
they’re playing every other night, 
with two sets of back-to-backs 
thrown in.

Williams missed the last 
five games while in COVID- 
19 protocols.

Udoka said Smart 
did not need stitches and is 
unlikely to be sidelined for 
long.

A pair of coaches — the 
Phoenix Suns’ Monty

protocols Monday. 

Teams that have been hit 
particularly hard by virus-re- 
lated issues have been able 
to cobble together rosters 
over the last couple weeks 
primarily by signing players 
to 10-day hardship deals.

Durant likely to return Thursday against 76ers

LOS ANGELES — Nets star Kevin 
Durant did not clear the COVID-19 
health and safety protocols in time 
for either his team’s Christmas Day 
showdown against the Los Angeles 
Lakers or Monday’s matchup against 
the shorthanded Clippers. 

Head coach Steve Nash, however, 
suggested Durant, who tested posi- 
tive for COVID-19 and entered the 
health and safety protocols on Dec. 
18, should be available for Brooklyn’s 
matchup against the Philadelphia 
76ers on Thursday. 

“T think there’s a good chance 
Kevin will be (available),” Nash said. 
“He’s already been in for eight days or 
more, so he should be. I’m not exactly 
sure of how many days right now, but 


he’s got to be getting close?” 

The same is not expected of Kyrie 
Irving, the star guard set to make his 
season debut in the new calendar 
year after the Nets ruled him ineli- 
gible at the beginning of the season. 

Irving is unvaccinated and thus 
banned from playing at Barclays 
Center (or Madison Square Garden) 
due to New York City’s vaccine 
mandate. The Nets had also banned 
Irving both from playing on the road 
in markets without such a mandate 
and from practicing with his team- 
mates at the beginning of the season, 
but walked that decision back after 
more than halfthe roster entered the 
health and safety protocols in Decem- 
ber. 

The Nets are not rushing Irving — 
who averaged 27 points, six assists 
and five rebounds per game last

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season — back after missing so much 
time on the floor. They are going to 
ramp up his conditioning first, as he 
has not had access to the team’s train- 
ing facilities and has not been able to 
getup and down onabasketball court 
against elite talent. 

Irving also tested positive for 
COVID-19 on Dec. 18 and has yet 
to clear the NBA’s health and safety 
protocols. 

“It’s hard to say, but I would say 
probably somewhere between a 
week and two weeks,” said Nash on 
Irving’s timeline. “He’s isolating, so 
that kind of puts another layer to the 
ramp-up. It’s not like he’s been work- 
ing out. I’d imagine it’s going to be 
closer to two weeks once he comes 
out of protocols. We'll see how it goes 
though because we have to evaluate 
him froma physical and performance 


standpoint, and then a basketball 
standpoint as well.” 

Irving and the Nets can ill-afford 
another positive diagnosis for the 
star guard. From a health standpoint, 
Irving’s status as unvaccinated puts 
him ata higher risk of health compli- 
cations due to COVID-19. From a 
planning standpoint, another posi- 
tive test result likely means another 
10 days in the health and safety proto- 
cols, unless he can register negative 
results on two consecutive days. 

Irving is not included in the new 
guidance handed down from both the 
Centers for Disease Control and the 
NBA: The CDC reduced the isolation 
period for vaccinated federal health 
care workers from 10 days to five. The 
NBA followed suit and reduced the 
isolation period for vaccinated play- 
ers to six days.

Dawgs’ defense decoded? 


Tide’s success vs. unit may 
offer clues for Michigan

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. — Geor- 
gia’s defense was nearly invincible for 
three months, allowing less than a 
touchdown per game. 

Then came the Southeastern 
Conference championship game 
against Alabama, where the Crimson 
Tide seemingly cracked the code on 
the Bulldogs’ stingy defense in a 41-24 
victory. 

As No. 2 Michigan prepares to face 
No. 3 Georgia in the College Foot- 
ball Playoff semifinal at the Orange 
Bowl on Friday night, how much of 
Alabama’s plan can be replicated by 
the Wolverines? 

“It’s hard to say blueprint because 
if it only happens one game in a year 
it obviously didn’t work too well for 
too many other people,” Michigan 
offensive coordinator Josh Gattis said 
Monday. “But you know, it does give 
you alittle bit of confidence.” 

Good teams have bad games, but 
Georgia’s defensive meltdown against 
Alabama was a special kind of outlier. 

Since 2000, only four teams have 
held their opponents below 10 points 
per game for an entire season: Alabama 
in 2011 (8.15); USC in 2008 (9.0); Miami 
in 2001 (9.36); and TCU in 2000 (9.64). 

Georgia has a chance to become 
the fifth, entering the playoff having 
allowed 9.5 points per game. 

None of those previous four teams 
allowed more than 27 points in a 
regular-season game. The 41 points 


Georgia allowed to the Crimson Tide 
represents a third of the Bulldogs’ 
season total of 124. 

Going back to 2009, no defense that 
has led the nation in yards per play — 
which Georgia currently does at 4.01 
— has had a worse single game than 
the 7.66 ypp the Bulldogs allowed to 
Alabama. 

Only Texas in 2009 (7.29 against 
Texas A&M) and Alabama in 
2011 (741 vs. Georgia Southern) have 
led the country in yards per play 
allowed and had a game in which they 
permitted more than 7.0 yards per play. 

Georgia defensive coordinator Dan 
Lanning, who’s working two jobs 
these days as he prepares to take over 
as Oregon head coach, said one poor 
performance didn’t send the Bulldogs 
scrambling back to the drawing board. 

“You have to approach it like any 
game that we have had this season 
where you go back and you try to be 
analytical, regardless of the result,” 
Lanning said. “We take a deep dive 
every game when we’re successful, 
we take a deep dive when we’re not.” 

The Bulldogs weren’t about to share 
any schematic tweaks they may have 
made over the last month to shore up 
a defense that generated no sacks and 
allowed Alabama receivers to run free. 

Mostly, the Bulldogs talked about 
getting back to basics: Tracking the 
ball in the air, tackling in space, getting 
multiple defenders to a ball carrier and 
communicating. 

“Tt’s the little things that make a big 
difference,” Bulldogs safety Lewis Cine 
said. 

Lanning said Michigan’s offense 
stresses a defense’s discipline with 
misdirection, motion and some 


gadgetry. The Wolverines are run 
heavy, but still have more plays of 
50-plus yards (17) than any team in 
major college football this season. 

“There’s multiple plays they use 
to set up the next play, whether it be 
play-action runs to set up play-action 
shots down the field; whether it be 
their misdirection game, with reverses, 
flea-flickers,” Lanning said. “They doa 
great job utilizing trick plays to get the 
ball down extended down the field, as 
well as those shots.” 

ESPN analyst Kirk Herbstreit said 
the Alabama game wasn’t so much 
about what the Crimson Tide ran but 
who was running it. Heisman Trophy 
winner Bryce Young (421 yards pass- 
ing) and WR Jameson Williams (seven 
catches for 184 yards, two TDs) took 
apart a Georgia secondary that hadn’t 
been similarly challenged all season. 

“But I don’t think Michigan has an 
offense that necessarily can just draw 
up aplay or asequence of plays and say, 
‘OK, we’re going to be in a good spot to 
run the exact same offensive scheme 
that Alabama did. Hey, Alabama gave 
us the blueprint, let’s just do exactly 
what ’Bama did, ” Herbstreit said. “Just 
because that’s not their identity.” 

Michigan has run the ball more (548 
attempts) than any playoff team behind 
the nation’s top offensive line. Third- 
team All-American Hassan Haskins 
has run for 1,288 yards and 20 TDs. 

Georgia might find Michigan’s 
approach refreshing compared with 
Alabama’s. The Bulldogs’ front seven 
is anchored by three massive tackles, 
including All-American Jordan Davis. 

“It’s gonna be a train wreck inside,’ 
Gattis said. “Two smash-mouth teams 
going against each other” 





Shiffrin tests positive for COVID 


Two-time Olympic champion Mikaela 
Shiffrin is the latest elite skier to test 
positive for COVID-19 with the Beijing 
Games less than six weeks away. “I 
wanted to let you all know that I’m 
doing well, but unfortunately I had a 
positive COVID test,” the American 
wrote on social media Monday. “I’m 
following protocol and isolating.’ Shiffrin said she will 
miss World Cup giant slalom and slalom races sched- 
uled for Tuesday and Wednesday, respectively, in Lienz, 
Austria, adding, “I’ll see you in the new year.” Missing the 
races in Lienz is a big hit to Shiffrin’s chances of regain- 
ing the overall World Cup title. She leads Italy’s Sofia 
Goggia by 115 points in the standings but needs to main- 
tain a high level of points in the technical disciplines of 
giant slalom and slalom since Goggia has been virtually 
unbeatable in the speed events of downhill and super-G. 
Shiffrin’s positive test comes at a particularly bad time for 
her with six consecutive technical races scheduled. Other 
top skiers have missed races recently after testing positive 
for COVID-19.
